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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


How many of our readers can tell on the 
What Profit? 


first of January how much the profits of 


I9QII amount to? How many will know 


just what their expenses have been, just how much they have 
paid out for goods, just how much they have added to their 
stock? Or how many will know whether their stock is more 
or less than a year ago? Of course, every store that has any 
business head behind it has kept a record of receipts and ex- 
penditures, but without a careful inventory the first of January, 
1911, and another the first of January, 1912, no druggist can tell 
even 


roughly how much he has made or lost during the year. 


The inventory is the key to the whole situation. Yes, an inven- 
tory is an awful bore. Every merchant dreads it, and yet once into 
the job it is not so bad, and in a week or two it is all com- 
pleted, and the satisfaction that follows knowing just where he 
stands ought to compensate a man for the extra work he has 
done. Unless an inventory is taken, it 1s easily possible for a 
drug store to show an apparent profit at the year’s end when 
as a matter of fact that profit has been taken out of the stock, 
the store not having even paid expenses. If the store does no 
more than pay the expenses, including the manager’s or owner’s 
salary, that owner might better have his money in the savings 
bank and be working for somebody else at the same salary and 
letting another pair of shoulders carry the responsibility and 
another head ache with the worries incidental to trying to make 


two dollars worth of goods sell where only one sold before. 


In Philadelphia the pharmacists receive a 
commission of 25 percent. on all telephone 


Telephone 


Com missions calls collected at pay stations up to $25 a 


month, and 33 I-3 percent. on all above 
that with the exception that no commission is received on the 
first $4.50 monthly in each store—not on each ’phone. The tele- 
phone company as well as the druggists are delighted with this 
arrangement and find it profitable, for the retail druggish pushes 
the telephone business and thereby increases largely the total 
In Kansas City and in Chicago sim- 
ilar cordial relations exist, and the druggist gets 50 percent. of 


the tolls. The telephone officials in New York said to the com- 


business of the company. 
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mittee of the New York Pharmaceutical Conference that they 
did not wish a clash with the drug trade, that they appreciated 
the value of the co-operation of the druggist, but that they would 
only give 10 percent. for that co-operation. The clash has come. 
The druggists of Greater New York can find more profitable uses 
for their time and for the space occupied by the telephone booths 
than handling the telephone business on a Io percent. basis. 
Already some of them have thrown the telephones out bodily 
into the streets. Nearly a thousand more have agreed to do so 


whenever advised to do it by the telephone committee of the 





Conference. 
The druggist has long been the servant of the 
Telephone public. He declines te be the slave of the 
Slaves telephone company. It costs every retail 


druggist in the city not less than 25 percent. 
of his gross receipts to carry on business. The moment that he 
handles any line of business on a less profitable basis that mo- 
ment he starts on the road to failure. The day when the tele- 
phone was a trade bringer in the drug store has to a large ex- 
tent passed away. The public, paying as they do for telephone 
service in the drug store, feel under no obligation to buy any- 
thing from the druggist’s stock, and the majority of telephone 
users do not buy. On the other hand, the druggist is called upon 
to answer a thousand questions, to look up telephone numbers 
and to make change for the telephone user, his only compen- 
sation being the miserly 10 percent. which the company doles 
out. In one store a careful record was kept for a week and 
showed that on an average the druggist was called upon to make 
change for telephone users fifty-five times daily, besides answer- 
ing various questions. For this service and for rent, light and 
heat the compensation offered amounted to something like thir- 


teen cents an hour, one-third the rate paid to a day laborer.

Druggists Stand 

Firm by the decision of the Conference Tele- 
phone Committee and act as instructed 
by that committee have been circulated by mail and by messen- 
gers throughout Greater New York. Hundreds of druggists have 
already signed these with the greatest enthusiasm, pledging them- 
selves to throw the telephones out of their stores rather than 
accept the paltry compensation offered by the company. George 
F. Phillips, James H. Jones, Theodore Pundt and half a dozen 
others have not waited for advice from the Conference Com- 
mittee, but have put out the ‘phones at once, even though they 


were still being paid the 20 percent. commission. This firm 
stand will have a wholesome effect both on other druggists and 
on the telephone company. The druggist who fears to be cut 
off from the telephone service entirely need have no such fear. 
He cannot be forced to give space for public’phones and the com- 
pany is compelled by law to furnish him a private ‘phone if he 


wants it.

This help will 


come from the manufacturers. The manufacturers who are 


putting out and advertising in a general way the high grade 
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products in the line of toilet articles, proprietaries and sundries, 
are prepared to get behind the druggist with a good, strong 
boost, 1f he will only say the word. They are not anxious to 
supply the druggist with expensive printed matter to be cast out 
ito the trash box or burned in the furnace. They naturally 
want to get results, but in that they ought to be seconded by the

druggist himself, since the results must come through him 
leave him a profit on the way. We advise our réaders to 
up the matter of any slow moving goods of the above sorts with 
the makers and see what they wil! do to help start the sale. 
Any advertising matter supplied should be put into the hands of 
customers as rapidly as possible, because the best of advertising 
booklets or circulars will not prove of any value as long as 
they are kept in the store. So much advertising matter has 
been wasted by tie dealers that the manufacturers are growing 
suspicious. The retailer ought to be working hand in hand with 
the manufacturer, and he is doing it to advantage in many in- 
stances, but in many more he is not alive to his opportunities, 


and the goods are standing idle on his shelves. 


The average merchant, in the drug trade 


The Holiday or any other, looks upon the Christmas 
Spirit season as a business opportunity exclu- 
sively. In most cases the opportunity is 


so great and so important that the taking advantage of it crowds 
any such thing as holiday spirit far into the background. It 
often leaves the druggist himself with no time for personal en- 
joyment of the events of the season, and, instead of its being a 
time when he and his family may celebrate together happily, it 
is a time when work precludes the possibility of any pleasure of 
any kind. It is perhaps easier to regret this condition than it is 
to remedy it. Still, we believe that many men take too seriously 
the responsibilities of the time and could spare more hours in its 
enjoyment than they do, if they would only make the effort.

William Muir, Doctor of Pharmacy, who 
William Muir died at his home in Brooklyn, on Novem- 
ber 25, occupied a unique place in phar- 
macy in the State of New York. He was a graduate of the 
New York College of Pharmacy, established himself in business 
in Brooklyn, amassed a modest competency, sold out his drug 
store, and then devoted the last fifteen years of his life to the 
interests of pharmacy in general. He was one of the founders 
of the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy, and it was mainly through 
his exertions that the college has been placed on a substantial 


basis, occupying its own building and being free from debt. He 
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spared neither his time nor his private means in furthering the 
interests of the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society and its 
college of pharmacy. In his efforts he was aided by a coterie 
of active and earnest workers in the society, but all unite in 
according to him the credit of being the moving power in the 
work of the organization. It was his enthusiasm which inspired 
others. It was his dogged persistence in the face of apparently 
insurmountable obstacles which encouraged ‘his co-workers in 
the institution to give of their time and of their means to place 
it on a substantial basis. A man of great force of character, of 
indomitable will, and frank to a fault in the expression of his 
views, he naturally created enemies as well as attracted friends, 
but the tribute paid to his memory by the throng of distin- 
guished pharmacists who came from all over the state to attend 
his obsequies is the best evidence that his sincerity, his integrity 
and his ability had won him friends among the best men in 
pharmacy, and these friends were proud to do honor to the 
memory of a man who had devoted his life to the service of 
his fellow pharmacists. As president of and later as chairman 
of the committee on legislation of the New York State Pharma- 
ceutical Association, Dr. Muir has done much service to the 
pharmacists of the state at large. For thirteen years he was an 
active and efficient member of the board of pharmacy, first of 
Kings County and later of New York State, and few men have 
done more for the cause of pharmacy in its legislative aspects 
than did Dr. William Muir.

how unselfish were his labors, and these men will long cherish 
his memory as that of a friend and fellow worker who can 


never be replaced. 


In the death of Charles E. Dohme 
Charles E. Dohme W¢ ‘lose one of the pioneer manu- 
facturing pharmacists. In the early 
days every pharmacist made his own galenicals. Now it is excep- 
tional to find a pharmacist who does make all of his own galeni- 
cals. This change has been wrought largely through the labors 
of half a dozen pioneer manufacturing pharmacists, who begin- 
ning as retailers soon realized the possibilities of profit through 
increased facilities and enlarged plants and whose business has 
grown to represent a trade of millions of dollars annually. In 
this roll of pioneer manufacturers of pharmaceutical preparations 
the names of Louis Dohme, who died within the year, and of his 
brother Charles, whose death we now record with great sorrow, 
took a high rank both for the commercial success achieved 
by them and for the ethical plane upon which that success has 
been attained. Long before there was such a thing as a food 
and drugs act, long before there was any such thing as a food 
and drug inspector, the Dohme brothers realized that the quality 
of their pharmaceuticals was a primary factor in their success, 
and the enduring character of the business which they founded 
has proved the wisdom as well as the righteousness of their 
methods. To those pharmacists who have had the privilege of 
personal acquaintance with Charles E. Dohme the news of his 
death will be a sad blow. He had a mind wonderfully well 
stored not only with technical information but with knowledge of 
general literature and art which made him a delightful compan- 
ion under all circumstances. The integrity of his character 
showed its sternness only toward wrong, for he was the most 


companionable of men, affectionate in disposition and surrounded 
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by a circle of loving as well as admiring friends. The sound- 
ness of his judgment Was thoroughly appreciated in the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, to whose prosperity he con- 
tributed largely through his years of service as chairman of its 
council. His death inflicts a serious loss upon the American 


Pharmaceutical Association and upon American pharmacy at 


large. 


THE DRUGGIST’S LIABILITY TO TAX AS 
A RETAIL LIQUOR DEALER 


ELE Internal Revenue Department has ruled that every mer- 
chant, which inciudes retail and whclesale druggists, shall 

take out a license and pay the annual tax imposed by the 
United States upon retail liquor dealers if alcohol or alcoholic 
mixtures which may be used as a beverage are sold, no matter 
what be the ostensible use of the article or the use to which the 
purchaser may put it. Therefore, every retail druggist who sells 
alcohol, as fuel for lamps, for bathing purposes, for cleaning 
clothes, etc., is liable to this tax and must take out the regular 
license before he can lawfully make such sales. This ruling 
does not apply to denatured alcohol, the purpose of the act 
allowing the sale of denatured alcohol being to permit the saie 
ot alcohol unsuitable for a beverage yet suitable for use in the 


arts and manufactures without the special tax imposed per se. 


IGHT here is where the difficulty arises. When is a mix- 
ture of alcohol with medicinal substances so modified that 
it cannot be used as a beverage for producing intoxication with- 
out producing other effects? The Internal Revenue Department 
has ruled that the mere addition of bitter substances of little or 
no medicinal effect to an alcoholic liquid does not exempt the 
seller from the tax imposed upon retail liquor dealers, nor does 
the addition of a drug or compound of such nature that it is 
harmless in large quantities relieve the seller from this tax. It 
is largely a question to be decided by intent and purpose and 
locality. In certain states where strict prohibition laws prevail 
there is a constant endeavor on the part of persons addicted to 
alcoholic drinks te procure something that contains alcohol, and 
there is a class of persons with atrophied morals always ready 
to supply their cravings. To one who has never had the ex- 
perience of contact with this class of alcohol habitues it is a 
revelation to learn to what extremes the craving for alcohol 
will drive them; anything containing alcohol that is not ab- 
solutely deadly will be imbibed with avidity, such things as red 
ink, Worcestershire sauce, jemon and vanilla extract, essence of 
ginger, even soap liniment, have been used to satisfy the craving 
for stimulation by the degenerate. 
HE druggist who fills a prescription calling for four ounces 
of extract of witch hazel and twelve ounces of alcohol, to 
de used for “bathing purposes,’ must use judgment and dis- 
cretion; it all depends upon the patient for whom it is pre- 
scribed, the professional standing of the physician who prescribes 
it and local conditions. In prohibition states there are some 
physicians who reap a rich harvest of fees by writing preserip- 
tions for alcoholic mixtures which, while apparently medicinal, 
may be safely used as beverages by the chronic alcoholic, and 
while the honest druggist may be justified in filling such a 
prescription once, he cannot be excused for filling such prescrip- 


tions repeatedly or for numerous so called patients. He must

use common sense and discretion, and if he is so dense that he 
cannot discern the intent of the steady flow of prescriptions 
calling for disguised alcoholic mixtures and continues to dis- 
pense them, then he can make no compiaint if he is classed as 
a retail liquor dealer. If his motive is mercenery, if he knows 
that he is helping to evade the laws and connives at the viola- 
tion for the few dollars gained, then he is unworthy to be called 
a druggist, and should take down his sign Drug Store and put 
up one reading “Licensed Liquor Dealer.” The two ways of 
doing business do not mix; it is like the legend of a famous 
a certain brand of whiskey—‘“If whiskey in- 


advertisement of 


terferes with your business, cut out business.” 


N the other hand, many druggists innocently and without 

desire to offend have Leen held by the officials of the In- 
ternal Revenue Department to be subject to the tax as retail 
liquor dealers because they dispensed bona fide prescriptions 
written by reputable physicians for actual patients that contained 
a mixture of alcohol with medicinal ingredients, that were not 
considered sufficiently ‘“‘denaturizing” by the local revenue col- 
lectors. Such a case has been called to our notice from North 
Carolina. where the druggists of a North Carolina town were 
visited by the local revenue collector and notified that they must 
take out licénses as retail liquor dealers if they continued to 
dispense prescriptions containing alcohol and certain other in- 
gredients which were to be used for bathing fever patients. 
These druggists were also told that they had violated the law 
by dispensing such prescriptions previousty without first having 
taken out the license required by the federal laws and rulings, 
and fines were threatened. Now, in these cases, after careful 
inquiry, the AMertcAN Drucerst feels that it is right in saying 
that these are cases of petty official blundering, of the over- 
zealous efforts of a petty official to enforce what he considered 


to be the law. 


HE druggists invglved do not deny that they dispensed mix- 
tures containing alcohol, witch hazei and camphor, but their 
prescription files, opened freely to the officials, show that in 
every case the prescription was written by a physician of high 
standing and that the medicines were used for the purposes 
Girected; that is, for bathing patients suffering with fever as a 
part of their treatment. There was no proof adduced that any of 
these prescriptions had been used for their sntoxicating effects, 
and there was 0 question but that they had been dispensed in 
good faith, The odium of being classed as a retail liquor dealer 
jn states where prohibition laws prevail is hardly understood in 
states where alcoholic liquors are permitted to be sold, and in 
some states the possession of such a license and the payment of 
the tax to the government is considered as proof of the illegal 
sale of liquors, and subjects the holder to all the penalties of 
the local laws. There is surely reason for protest against such 


rulings 


of prescriptions containing alcohol prescribed either alone 


” OWEVER, druggists cannot be too careful in their handling 


or mixed with such medicinal agents as camphor or witch hazel, 
and they should be very cautious in dispensing mixtures con- 
taining large quantities of alcohol and small proportions of 
medicinal ingredients. It must also be borne in mind that before 
a druggist can sell alcohol alone for even medicinal purposes, 


even by direct prescription, he must take out the license and pay 
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the yearly tax imposed by the government upon retail liquor deal- 
ers. This tax does not have any relation to local or state liquor 
license taxes; it is simply the internal revenue tax imposed by 
the laws of the United States upon every dealer who sells al- 
cohol, or alcoholic liquors which may be used for beverages. 
On another page of this issue will be fcund a summary of the 
rulings of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue in regard to 
the sale of preparations that contain alcohol, and it will be well 
for every druggist to study this summary carefully and to pre- 
serve it for fucure reference. There is but one safe rule to 
follow: in case of doubt as to the genuineness or purpose of a 
prescription—don’t dispense it. This rule applies to prescriptions 
calling for narcotic drugs as well as for alcohol, for there is no 
end to the ingenuity of the drug fiend in securing the drug he 
craves for, and there is no depth of depravity too low for the 
degenerate that caters to his weakness for the money made 


thereby. 


GROWING INDIGENOUS DRUGS 


N his report as chairman of the Committee on the Drug 
Market presented at the Richmond meeting of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association severai years ago, P. E. An- 
derson, of New York, referred to the increasing scarcity of 
indigenous drugs, the consequent increase in price and the need 
for providing supplies of these drugs for the future both by 
conservation of the wild stock and by cultivation. Since that 
time Mr. Anderson’s prophecy regarding the higher prices of 
fulfilled, 
has been heeded by several intelligent pharmacists and 


drugs has been amply and the warning which he 
sounded 
teachers. In fact, some of these had already taken up the work, 
and the botanical roof garden at the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy, the drug plantation of the department of pharmacy 
at the University of Minnesota, the belladonna plantations of 
Johnson & Johnson at New Brunswick and of J. Elwood Lee at 
Conshohocken, Pa., all give practical evidence of the realization 
by pharmacists of the need for systematic growth of indigenous 
drugs. The United States Government has an experiment station 
in Florida devoted exclusively to the study of drug culture; the 
growth of drugs indigenous to the different localities is being 
studied in many of the State agricultural! colleges. 
‘

which present themselves to the grower of drug plants under 


favorable conditions. Mrs. Gene Stratton-Porter, in “The Har- 
vester,”’* paints in charming colors the life and labors and love 
of a vigorous, wholesome, sturdy woodsman in the Adirondack 
Mountains, who converts his inheritance of 600 acres of wood 
and lake into a drug farm, where grow ginseng and gentian, 
digitalis and dandelion, male f€rn and mullein, and a hundred 
other plants whose flowers and foliage render the landscape 
beautiful and whose seed, leaf and rhizome yield a comfortable 
income. The Harvester, accounted indolent by his farmer neigh- 
bors, because he pored over books which told him of medicinal 
plants and their habits and usage, earned two or three times the 
income of his farmer neighbors, with but half the effort and 
Mrs. Stratton-

HOW TO SELL GOODS 


HE first requisite for successfully selling goods is to know 
the goods one is selling, to know all about them, to be able 
to answer the questions of a customer as to their quality, ut lity, 
durability, etc. Second in importance is to know one’s goods so 
thoroughly that their superiority over other merchants’ goods 
can not only be explained, but shown so clearly to the customer 
that he himself will see why he should buy from your store 
instead of from another. The average customer who comes to 
the druggist to buy something comes to this sture because he 
believes that the druggist has superior knowledge of ihe value 
and quality of the article desired, and if the druggist is not able 
to answer his questions or to explain clearly the uses and qual- 
ity of the thing wanted he loses prestige right then and there. 
Every druggist should constantly keep in mind that much of his 
business is done on the basis of confidence; that is, the custo- 
mer confides in the skill and knowledge of the druggist to sup- 
ply his wants in time of sickness or when he wants something 
of whose quality he can not judge and must depend upon the 
druggist to give him the best value for his money. 


HERE is no more convincing argument in making a sale 
than that of thorough familiarity with and knowledge of 

the article to be sold, and this applies more particularly to the 
drug store than to any other retail business. And because the 
customer depends so completely upon the superior knowledge 
of the druggist, failure to show this knowledge of goods causes 
loss of confidence—and consequent loss of sales. Any druggist 
worthy of the name and who has accumulated enough knowledge 
to pass his state board and receive its license to conduct a drug 
store should know enough of materia medica and pharmacy to 
answer intelligently the questions asked daily by customers as 
to the efficiency or effect of common household remedies, and 
he should also be able to inform physicians of the best methods 
of combining drugs, the properties and character of new reme-

Of 
these, perhaps, the most important is winning the customer’s con- 
fidence, and this can be done only by square dealing first and 
by then exhibiting a knowledge of goods that convinces the 
prospective customer that he is safe in taking the word of the 
salesman as to its quality and value. It used to be said that 
salesmen, like poets, were born, not made, but that fallacy, like 
many other old fables, has been proven false by modern experi- 
ence. A good salesman can be made, but he must do most of 
the making himself. Any young man starting out to make the 
drug business his profession can learn the art of salesmanship if 
he applies himself to its study and utilizes every experience and 
observation to correct his mistakes and to learn better methods. 
One of the best ways of learning salesmanship is to visit the 
large stores and note how salesmen there treat customers, note 
the impression made by their manner upon one’s self and avoid 
the acts that cause unpleasant impressions and copy those that 


cause one to be a satisfied customer. 


HERE is a greater variety of articles carried ordinarily in 
stock in the drug store than in any other line of retail 
business, but this should not discourage the druggist from striv- 
ing to inform himself about them. His previous training will 
help him to judge as to their quality and systematic reading of 
his drug journals, advertisements as well as reading matter, will 
give him much information as to the special features or desira- 
bility of any class of advertised goods. It is taken for granted 
that the druggist is master of the art and practice of pharmacy, 
but what does he know about the various lines of goods carried 
in his store, such as rubber goods, toilet articles, brushes, soaps, 
perfumery, etc.? Can he explain to a customer why a hair brush 
at $1.50 is really cheaper than a brush that costs only 75 cents? 
Can he give a customer reliable information as to the quality 
and probable durability of a rubber hot water bottle or explain 
the reason for the difference in cost between two styles of 
fountain syringes? Can he -point out the difference between 
cheap wood pulp writing paper and paper made from linen or 
rags and convince the customer that her correspondence is often 
taken as a measure of her taste and social standing, according 
to the quality of the letter paper she uses?. Can he show enough 
knowledge of the quality and characteristics of tobacco to con- 
vince a purchaser that his ten cent cigars are better than the 
average sold and that he can sell him good cigars at actual value 
because he has studied the subject and buys his cigars with dis- 


crimination and not because of fancy labels?

Conversely, many a 
profitable sale is lost because the druggist or clerk cannot answer 
the customer’s inquiries as to the merits or quality of the article 
desired, for there is often just that hesitation between present 
purchase and putting it off that needs but a word or so either 
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way to effect a sale or to cause the prospective customer to post- 


pone the purchase or to make it in another store. 


NOWLEDGE of one’s goods must be unobtrusive, however, 

to accomplish the best results. Many persons are very 
sensitive as to their lack of knowledge of things and nothing 
offends them more than to have their ignorance made patent 
by the exhibition of superior information on the part of the 
salesman. There is another class of customers who pride them- 
selves on their knowledge of things, and almost mortal offense 
can be given such a customer by untactful correction of their 
statements or opinions, especially if the customer be advanced 
in years and the druggist young and, to them, a callow youth. 
Yet these two classes of people can be made loyal and profitable 
customers by the use of tact and politeness in exhibiting one’s 
knowledge; the first class can be taught the desirability of buy- 
ing goods of a better grade or of buying a more profitable and 
suitable article in the place of the one originally asked’ for, and 
the other kind of people only need a gentle guidance to make 
them buy things of better profit by causing them to feel that 
their judgment is such and their taste so good that the druggist 


offers them only the best of everything. 


O' course it takes study to learn about the origin, nature, 
manufacture, quality and uses of the stock, but if a serious 
effort be made and every bit of information digested and applied 
it will astonish one how much information can be gained in time. 
Such information will be an invaluable aid to successful sales- 
manship, and it will also have a double value because it will 
enable its possessor to purchase goods to better advantage as 


well as to sell them. 


PHARMACY NO LONGER A MYSTERY 


N few occupations have the relations between those engaged 
therein and the general public undergone a greater change 
than in that of the pharmacist and his customer. Time was 
when the rear portion of the drug store, that in which the real 
work of the druggist was done, constituted a terra incognita 
to all of the hundreds and thousands of persons who patronized 
the place. In those days the pharmacist not unnaturally sur- 
rounded his manipulations with more or less mystery. 
tions were, and are still, written in Latin, but the old authors 


Prescrip- 


of prescriptions were often better Latin scholars than the mod- 
erns, and the old-time druggist was likewise versed in the vocab- 
ulary of remedies and medicinal substances to a degree which 
admitted of abbreviation that rendered a prescription wholly 
unintelligible to the ordinary individual. 

The doctor of the present day cares far less about whether 
his patient knows what is going into a prescription or not; ten 
chances to one it would make no difference if he did, for his 
patient is apt to be a person of considerable education and quite 
able to decipher the cabalistic signs and symbols, while the 
rames of the medicaments are as plain as print. Instead, there- 
fore, of adhering te the policy of concealment and mystification 
the modern physician is apt to go a long way toward satisfying 
his patient’s touch of curiosity and make it easier, or at least 


take no especial pains to render a prescription obscure. 


ITH the intelligence and the higher education so widely dif- 
fused, the physician has less prejudice to combat than before, 


and he finds it advantageous to encourage a measure of confi- 
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dence between himself and the sick individual or the family. A 
revolution has taken place with respect to the popular ideas on 
medicine, and the doctor, as well as the druggist, who would be 
progressive cannot fail to take account of this modern tendency. 
Hence he is ceasing to conceal his processes and to carry on his 
manipulations in some dark recess of the store. Instead, he 
is beginning to invite observation and to satisfy the desire for 
information, if he does not actually stimulate it. Prescription 
counters are being moved out into the open, and in one of the 
Baltimore pharmacies now undergoing a complete reconstruc- 


tion the clerks will work in full view of the patron. 


ORRESPONDING change is also in progress with regard 

to window display. The colored globe is still a symbol 

of the druggist, but its chief purpose now is to serve as an 
illuminated sign at night, so that the drug store is easily found 
by those in need of remedies. With the public educated up to 
an intelligent use of various substances previously measured out 
in almost microscopic quantities, it follows that druggists are 
pushing the demand for these substances, which are far more 
extensively used. In the Lexington street store of Williamson 
& Watts, of Baltimore, for instance, one of the windows was 
recently devoted to a display of diverse chemicals now com- 
monly known in households. There were little mounds of bak- 
ing soda, sulphur for fumigating, boric acid, etc., with attractive 
bottles of witch hazel, bay rum, turpentine, imported olive oil, 
and a list of other well known articles in between in tasteful 
array. The display served as an object lesson in the appearance 
of these substances, and the general effect was calculated to 
In this 


way it was brought home to the many hundreds of persons pass- 


encourage the buying of them by the general public. 


ing the place that borax will not merely kill but drive away 
roaches and other plagues of houses, and that sulphur can be 
zdvantageously used for various purposes. In a triangular case 
eccupying a space in front of the door and so stationed that 
people can easily pass between the case and the side windows 
into the store was a symmetrically arranged assortment of sani- 
tary bottles with attractive labels for the household articles 
mentioned. By means of these bottles any family can at a com- 
paratively smali outlay provide itself with a full stock of articles 
that are always useful and come handy in a hundred different 


ways, contributing vastly to hygiene, cleanliness and comfort. 


F course, it is only an intelligent public which thus provides 

for its needs of this character, but the progressive drug- 

gist will not allow himself to forget that he is catering to a 
public which is far advanced in a knowledge of drugs and chem- 
icals over the patron of fifty, or even twenty-five, years ago, and 
that it behooves him to keep up with the times. It is in the arti- 
cles mentioned that an increasingly large business will be done 
in the future, and the up to date pharmacist will undertake to 
supply the demand for original substances rather than endeavor 
to push the sale of compounds that depend upon these sub-

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THE DETERIORATION OF 
SPIRIT OF NITROUS ETHER 
J. R. Rippetor, P. D. 


HIS subject has been studied by many investigators and from 
their conclusions the deterioration is attributed to one or 
more of the following conditions: Excessive amount of water 
in the alcohol used for diluting 
the ethyl] nitrite, action of light. 


especially bright sunlight, free 
acid, storing in warm places, too 
large containers) and improper 


stoppering. 

Farr and Wright’ find that dif- 
fused light, however bright, has 
no chemical action on the spirit. 
but that exposure to direct sun- 
light is fatal. 

Leubner,- Gilmour.® Stacy‘, re- 
ported by Scoville, Furbush® and 
Shaw,® arrive at the general con- 
clusion that spirit stored in small, 
completely filled, amber bottles, in 
cool, dark places will keep from 
six months to three and a half years without much deterioration, 
while spirit stored in flint bottles in light, warm places deterio- 
rate rapidly. 

Brown’ attributes the deterioration to hydrolysis, free acid, 
volatilization and actinic rays of light. It is his opinion that to 
produce the best and most efficient preparation, it is necessary 
to use absolute alcohol and store in small, amber bottles, pro- 
tected from light, at a temperature not above 10° C (50° F.). 

The U. S. P. defines the spirit as “an alcoholic solution of 
ethyl nitrite yielding when freshly prepared and tested by the 
process given not less than four percent. of ethyl 
nitrite,” and states that it should be kept in “small, well stop- 
pered, dark amber colored vials, stored in a cool place, remote 
from lights or fire.” : 

Ethyl nitrite boils at about 18° C. (64.4° F.), which is usually 
room temperature in the colder months and in the summer 
months is considerably higher in this latitude. The U. S. P. 
advises the use of “well stoppered * * * vials.’ Many phar- 
macists no doubt consider a glass stoppered bottle as being a 
“well stoppered”. bottle, but a glass stoppered bottle is not air 
tight, except when sealed with wax. 

The following experiments were conducted to determine 
whether volatilization is a cause of deterioration in this spirit 
when made according to the U. S. P. or from diluting concen- 
trated nitrous ether, made by some reliable chemical manufac- 
turer, with 95 percent. alcohol. 

The spirit used in these experiments was made by diluting 
concentrated nitrous ether with 95 percent. alcohol and assayed 
according to the U. S. P. method, afterward dividing into four 
portions as follows: 

No. 1. One pint, glass stoppered bottle filled, was placed 
on a laboratory shelf in diffused light, under conditions such as 
are found in the average drug store. The temperature of this 
location varied from about 60° F. in the winter months to about 
90° F. in the summer months. 

No. 2. One pint, flint, glass stoppered bottle filled, placed in 
a dark closet, somewhat warmer than the shelf. 

No. 3. One quart, flint, glass stoppered bottle was half filled, 
and placed alongside No. 1. 

No. 4. One pint, amber, 
and placed alongside No. 1.

glass stoppered bottle was filled 
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After standing for ten days the spirit in each bottle was 
assayed and again placed upon the shelf after replacing the glass 
stoppers with cork stoppers. The third assay was made after a 
period of forty days, when the glass stoppers were again replaced 
for another period of thirty days and during the final period of 
the observation cork stoppers were used. The results of this ex- 
periment are recorded in table 1.

The spirit shows marked deterioration within the first wanes 
of ten days, but when the glass stoppers were removed and cork 
stoppers used, no appreciable change took place within forty 
days. After replacing the glass stoppers the next thirty days 
again show marked deterioration and on again removing the 
glass stoppers and inserting cork stoppers, very little deteriora- 
tion occurred during the next four and a half months. 

While all of the samples were acid to litmus paper no excess 
of acid was indicated upon adding potassium bicarbonate. 

Another series, consisting of two one-pint flint bottles filled 
with the spirit, one glass stoppered and the other cork stoppered, 
were placed side by side upon the same laboratory shelf and 
assayed as shown in table 2,

This series requires no comments with the exception that the 
appreciable deterioration shown by the assay of January 14, I9I1, 
was more than likely due to the fact that the cork stopper was 
replaced with a new cork, but once, during the period of eighteen 
and a half months. 

Ethyl nitrite attacks the cork, but if a good quality long cork 
is used it will serve its purpose for at least six months. If the 
cork is broken or becomes misshapen it should be replaced with 
a new one. 

The conclusions to be drawn from these experiments are that 
glass stoppered bottles should never be used for storing spirit of 
nitrous ether and that it may be dispensed from, or stored in, 
either flint or amber glass bottles, stoppered with corks, in dif- 
fused light and no appreciable deterioration will take place. 
While the spirit may be kept, at room temperature, as a precau- 
tion it should be stored in the coolest place convenient. Storing 
in glass stoppered bottles in a cool place will retard but will not 
prevent volatilization. 

The ninth revision of the Pharmacopceia should caution 
against the use of glass stoppered bottles and the text which 
reads “well stoppered” should be changed to read “cork stop- 
pered.”

Restoration

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PREPARATIONS DISMISSED FROM THE 
UNITED STATES PHARMACOPOEIA 
AND THE NATIONAL FORMULARY

T each revision of the Pharmacopceia, as well as of the 
A National Formulary, a number of galenical preparations 
are deleted because, according to the views of the committee, or 
as shown by statistics of use, they are not of sufficient import- 
ance, or are not used with such frequency as to warrant their 
retention. 

According to the published list eighty-two articles are to be 
deleted from the National Formulary and 154 articles from the 
United States Pharmacopceia. It is a well known fact that the 
dismissal of an article from our books of standards by no means 
implies that it will not be prescribed or used. For instance, 
potassa sulphurata was official in the United States Pharma- 
copeeia of 1890, but was dropped from the United States Phar- 
macopeeia VIII. Nevertheless it is used extensively by derma 
tologists and is again proposed for admission into the United 
States Pharmacopoeia IX. 

In the case of a galencial preparation dropped from our stand- 
ards there is danger that its formula when needed cannot be 
readily found, as the average druggist generally does not keep 
his old pharmacopeeias and formularies on hand. Indeed the 
library of most pharmacists is a disgrace, and the sooner they 
will realize this the better it will be for the profession of phar- 
macy. 

In most cases the druggist would not know where to look 
for the formula of such a deleted preparation, and in time the 
formula might become lost entirely. In order to avoid this, a 
number of such obsolete formulas from the United States Phar- 
macopeeia of 1870 were already included in the first edition 
(1888) of the National Formulary. Deleted formulas from the 
United States Pharmacopceia of 1890 were included in National 
Formulary II (1897). In order to preserve all of the formulas 
dismissed trom the United States Pharmacopceia of 1870, 1880, 
1890 and 1900 the Appendix was created in the National For- 
muiary III (1906), and I have no doubt that this has proved very 
helpful to the pharmacists in the United States. However, the 
Appendix is to be deleted from the next edition of the National 
Formulary in order to make room for Part II, which will con- 
tain descriptions, standards and tests for the unofficial simples 
(drugs and chemicals) which enter into National Formulary 
preparations. 

The desirability, in fact, the necessity of having a compre- 
hensive and authentic book containing these deleted formulas, 
which are still occasionally prescribed and also called for by 
the public, is therefore obvious. An examination of the list of 
articles to be dismissed from the National Formulary and from 
the United States Pharmacopceia as published in the AMERICAN 
Deucerst of August 28 will convince any pharmacist of this. 

We find among the galenicals to be deleted from the National 
Formulary the popular, in fact, the very popular, and much 
used Irish moss emulsion of codliver oil. We also find such 
preparations as Churchill's iodine caustic, Fleming’s tincture of 
aconite, and even Magendie’s solution, preparations which are 
nd which will continue to be prescribed by the medical pro- 
fession for some time to come. We also find that the emulsion 
of volatile oils is to be deleted. It is true that such a formula 
for a type emulsion is not needed by the expert pharmacists 
in the United States, but unfortunately there are but few ex- 
perts. 

And among the galenicals to be dropped from the United 
States Pharmacopeeia we find such popular remedies as nutgall 
ointment, Lady Webster’s dinner pills, and even red precipitate 
ointment! In spite of the deletion of wine of colchicum seed, 
this preparation will be prescribed by physicians all over the 
country. The deletion of compound syrup of hypophosphites 
from the United States Pharmacopeceia will have no immediate 
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influence on its use in materia medica. Rhubarb and soda mix- 
ture, which is so largely used and prescribed that pharmacists 
around New York prepare it in gallon quantities, is also to be 
deleted. 

Surely this will convince every pharmacist, and physician 
as well, that we should have a safe place in the form of a recipe 
book, in order to preserve these formulas, which otherwise might 
not be readily obtainable, which, in fact, might get lost. 

Credit is due to the well known pharmacist of Baltimore, 
Prof. Henry P. Hynson, for first suggesting and advocating 
the publication of a recipe book bythe American Pharmaceutical 
Association, “a receptacle for formulas eliminated from the 
United States Pharmacopeeia and the National Formulary, which 
should not be under government control or subject to criticism 
by any one who is not actively engaged in pharmaceutical pur- 
suits.” 

The writer from the very beginning has favored Professor 
Hynson’s excellent idea, and has also pointed out that other phar- 
maceutical associations in Germany, Great Britain, Belgium, 
France, and Italy have already published books of a similar 
nature. The Council of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion has appointed the following committee on the recipe book: 

Martin I. Wilbert, of Washington, D. C.; Theo. Wetterstroem, 
of Cincinnati, Ohio; Franklin M. Apple, of Philadelphia, Pa., 
and James M. Good, of St. Louis, Mo., together with the writer 
as chairman, Professor Hynson having declined to accept his 
appointment. Let us hope that the American Pharmaceutical 
Association recipe book will not be a dream, but become a 
reality, which will be very helpful to the pharmacists in the 
United States and a credit to the A. Ph. A. * 


DRUG STORE SALESMANSHIP

ALESMANSHIP is salesmanship wherever it is, in the drug 
store, in the book shop, or on the road. Still, there is a 
difference. Each line of goods requires different treatment, and 
it is probably true that salesmanship in a drug store calls fora 
higher inteiligence than salesmanship in a 5 and 10 cent store. 
The drug store clerk or salesman should be a man of move than 
average intelligence. He should be a man with a good school 
education and, of course, he must have that, and more, too, if 

he is a licensed druggist. 

While a good deal of the drug store selling is without any 
reference to technical matters and calls for no special pharma- 
ceutical education, still one never knows what customer will 
want technical details, and the clerk ought to have them at his 
command. | 


In the average drug store clerks cannot be assigned depart- 
ments; the man with no knowledge of drugs being placed where 
he will have to sell only fancy goods or certain specialties. The 
average drug store clerk must, of necessity, be an all around 
man if he is to be successful. 


People are sure to reason very largely by inference, and on 
this account if the man who is called upon for a hot water bottle 
shows a general ignorance in selling it, ignorance not so much 
of the hot water bottle problem as of things -in general, using 
incorrect grammar and appearing stupid about the weather or 
about any current topics the customer mentions, he will very 
likely be thought ignorant of his own line. 

The man who is to go behind the pharmacy. counter and im- 
press people as a good druggist, competent to sell drug store 
goods and give directions for their use, must also have the ap- 
pearance of an intelligent man. This is particularly true if the 
store is anxious to develop a high class trade. The more money 
people have the more particular they usually 2re about their drug 
store and its clerks. 

Salesmanship is as much an inherent quality and as much an 
acquired art as the ability to take good photographs or to sing 
artistically. Not all persons possess the same natural capacity 
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for’ learning photography or singing and not all possess the same 
natural ability for selling goods. 

But every man can develop his selling power, some more and 
some less. It requires application and effort and persistence, and 
I am afraid that in the case of the average druggist it gets little 
of these. For one thing, the druggist does not realize the possi- 
bilities of salesmanship. He does not appreciate the fact that 
salesmanship can double his business. For another, he does not 
feel inclined to put into the acquiring of the art the necessary 
force and energy. 

I'do not mean that druggists as a class are lazy They are 
even less so than other classes of business men. However, as 
a class, they lack an appreciation of their business opportuni- 
ties. They do not realize that the average man with an average 
business chance can make an exceptional success. The big busi- 
ness successes of the country have not, as a rule, been due to 
great opportunities, and they certainly have not been due to luck. 
They are due to a man’s determination to make the utmost out 
of average opportunities. 

The average man can grow far above the average if he will 
try. 

Once in a while there is what we call a born salesman. Once 
in a while there is a born genius in any line, but the men who 
make their genius carry them to the top are few. It is usually 
the fate of genius to die in an attic, while average ability, backed 
by industry and determination, lives in luxury on the ground 
floor. 

No man should waste any time in bemoaning the fact that he 
is not a genius or that he has no natural talent for selling goods. 
If he has health and energy he has what he would he foolish to 
trade for mere genius. 

There is no retail business in which salesmanship counts for 
much more than in a drug business. There-is no kind of a store 
in which it pays sc well to sell the goods the store wants sold 
in the place of those profitless lines which it sells only because 
it must. 

The man who would set out to develop himself into a sales- 
man should begin with his personal appearance. He should see 
that his clothes are neat when. he is serving customers. He 
should see that his hands and finger nails are clean and his teeth 
white and his breath good. He should get rid of any unpleasant 
habits, such as coughing, sniffing, spitting, etc. He should not 
smell of tobacco or liquor, and if he is wise, he will not use 
them. 

A man who has been careless in such matters can make the 
most and the quickest improvements along these lines. It may 
take him months to learn how to sell goods better, but it will 
not take him a day to change his personal appearance from one 
of slovenliness to one of neatness and prosperity. 

Being a good salesman means studying customers and learn- 
ing how to handle them. It means more than this. It means 
giving them satisfaction with the store through the man who 
makes the actual sale, so that they will be willing to do business 
with that same man again. 

The begirning of satisfaction is honesty on the part of the 
salesman. And a salesman’s honesty should be of the highest 
quality, the kind that will keep him from taking advantage of 
a customer, even when he is certain that customer would never 
know the difference. Honesty is not only the best policy; it is 
the best thing aside from the matter of mere policy. 

Honesty is the whole foundation of salesmanship. For a man 
to expect to secure a following of customers who will stand by 
his store and recommend it to his friends, and do it on a 
basis of anything short of clean-cut honesty is to make disap- 
pointment in the end a certainty. 

The day of chicanery in trade has drawn to a close. Just 
because the general public know little about drugs and have no 
way of telling whether they are all that the salesman claims for 
them or not, that does not make it advisable or profitable to 
practise even the most infinitesimal deception. 
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People must have confidence in their druggist or they will 
choose another. No one is going to leave a prescription to be 
compounded at a store where honesty is an unknown quantity. 
Thus salesmanship affects in an indirect way all departments of 
the store work. An honest salesman inspires confidence in the 
prescription department and vice versa. 

Beside being honest, a salesman must be pleasant and agree- 
able, This means first that he must be physically fit, because a 
man who does not feel right cannot act right, and the man with 
a pain is quite likely to want to be telling people about it. Cus- 
tomers have troubles enough of their own without having to 
listen to the troubles of the salesman in their pharmacy. 

This is particulariy true in the smaller town where the per- 
sonal element is strong and where the seller and the buyer are 
all on the same social plane and perhaps personal friends. Cus- 
tomers like to be given a chance to tell their own troubles, but 
they have no use for others’ woes. 

This very personal element in the small town gives the sales- 
man the opportunity of developing his following to an extent 
that will make him worth more to the store than in a city where 
nobody knows or cares what the name of the clerk may be, 
where he is merely a figure and where the customers themselves 
are here today and gone tomorrow. 

Any salesman can add to his selling power by the cultivation 
of virtyes which in themselves have nothing to do with the actual 
selling of goods. He can make people like to buy from him by 
being cheerful and by being accommodating. People who find 
the clerk in one store accommodating and obliging and the clerk 
in the competing store crabbed do not hesitate a moment about 
where to go the next time they need to patronize a pharmacy. 

It is easy to be obliging. It requires no special intelligence or 
education. It means simply consulting the customer’s conven- 
ience and being willing to take pains. It means being willing to 
think of what can be done to make the customer feel good 
rather than what can be done to make less work for the sales- 
man. 


The clerk who starts out with the idea that he will wait on 
just what customers he must and get them only what they ask 
for, and no more, in order to make his job an easy one to hold 
down, will find that he will have less and less work to do, no 
doubt, but he will also probably find that he will soon be out of 
a job and able to rest all the time. 

It is next to impossible for a man to be a good salesman and 
not like his work. He must like it, and he must be enthusiastic 
about it. One cannot create an enthusiasm in prospective cus- 
tomers without possessing some of the same enthusiasm to start 
with. It takes enthusiasm to produce enthusiasm. 

The clerk behind the perfume case who sets out a sample of 
a new kind of expensive odor that the store is trying to get 
started, and has nothing to say in its favor, who seems not to 
care whether the customer likes it or not, and who accepts with- 
out a word a suggestion that she perhaps take 10 cents’ worth will 
not make big sales or very profitable ones. Instead of the list- 
less, don’t care exhibition of goods, there ought to be an ener- 
getic and interested enthusiasm that will make the customer 
believe in the goods; that will at least show that the salesman 
has faith in his own proposition. 

Suppose a man comes in to buy a hot water bottle. The 
clerk sets out on the showcase four or five different grades, run- 
ning from 85 cents up to $2. Then he waits. The customer 
rather lamely asks, “Which is the best?” The clerk says, “That 
one,” and points to the $2 one. 

“Well, is that the most economical one to buy? Will it last 
enough longer than the 85-cent one to make up the difference?” 

“Oh, I guess so,” the clerk answers. “Each one is worth the 
money, all right.” Then he stops and waits. The customer looks 
over the goods and finally says, handing over a $1 grade of bottle, 
“T’ll take that one.” All that was necessary to sell him the $2 
article was for the salesman to state his own confidence in that 
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best grade and recommend it. 
to overstate the value a bit. 

A slot machine would sell goods as well as such a clerk. The 
store whose goods have to go out through the hands of salesmen 
of that caliber cannot hope for very large gains. To increase 
its trade under such a handicap is difficult. 

No man can succeed if he will not even make the effort 

The simple filling of an order for goods is not salesmanship 
at all. A man to take orders and fill them, to listen while some 
one says, “Give me a dime’s worth of epsom salts,” and then put 
it up and hand it out and take the money, ought to get as much 
as $1 or $1.50 a day. A man who does no more than that is a 
mere machine. He is simply an automaton that moves when the 
customer presses the button. 

The press the button man never sells a customer anything 
but just what that customer comes in and asks for. He never calls 
anyone’s attention to new goods or to better grades. The man 
who asks for a 10 cent tooth brush gets a 10 cent one and no 
questions asked. The woman who wants 15 cents’ worth of 
tocth powder will not be told that for 5 or 10 cents more she 
can get more powder, and get it in a neat jar instead of the 
paper package that she thought of buying. 

The salesman should realize that there is a duty connected 
with his position. He should realize that his store is spending 
a good many dollars every year in advertising intended to get 
people into the store so that they will buy other things than 
merely those they came to buy. 

No special sale is put on with a view to selling nothing but 
just the advertised specials. A bargain price is advertised to 
get people into the store, and once there they are supposed to 
buy many things they did not come to buy. Of course, attractive 
display of the goods produces this result to some extent, but in 
the main it is up to the salesman to call attention to goods and 
to seil them 

As far as the general public is concerned, the clerk is the

And as a matter of fact, a proprietor is pretty likely 
ploy the kind of clerks that are representative of his own quali- 
ties—“Like master, like man.” The energetic employer will not 
stand for the sleepy clerk. 

People will not continue to trade in a store having grouchy 
or ill natured clerks. In one store the salesman throws out on 
the counter the goods asked for and then leans back and folds 
his arms and waits. If we buy, all right. If we do not buy, he 
puts the goods back with an air that is as much as to say, “If 
you didn’t want to buy, why did you come in and bother me?” 
In another store the salesman answers our inquiry with a cheer- 
ful smile and a “Yes, a nice line of them. Ill show you what 
we have,” and he proceeds to show, in an intelligent way, the 
goods in all the different grades, explaining the differences and 
calling attention to the advantages of the higher priced sorts. 

In both cases we judge the store by the salesmanship displayed 
We have no way of knowing that the grouchy clerk has 
We feel sure

a smiling employer and probably he does not have. 
that the smiling clerk has an agreeable employer, and we don’t 
really care whether he has or not so long as the clerk smiles. 

It is the salesman’s business not merely to do what cus- 
tomers ask him to do, but rather to get them to do what he 
wants them to do. He should be continually suggesting in one 
way or another the purchase of something else. He should be 
showing other goods and interesting people in them, not merely 
for the sake of today’s purchase, but for the chance of a pur- 
chase at some later time. 

We all have our opinion of the man who says, “My pay 
That sort of an employee stands around 
He 


goes on just the same.” 
watching the clock and wishing it would come dinner time. 
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doesn't care two straws whether the boss does any business or 
not. He is only looking for the easiest way. 

It is astonishing that such men can expect to have their 
wages raised. They are doing nothing to make themselves worth 
more money, very little to make themselves worth any money, 
and they have the assurance to ask for a raise! Sometimes the 
proprietor finds it necessary to keep such a man because he can- 
not at the time get a better one, but no one keeps one of that 
sort because of any liking for the kind. 

There are a good many young fellows who area good enough 
sort in many ways and who have enough natural selling ability 
to make good in a drug store, or any other store, but they lack 
ambition. The right sort of an employer can sometimes wake 
up these young men and inspire them with a desire to amount 
to something in the world. 

When a druggist gets hold of a clerk who is a good, decent 
fellow and who has intelligence enough if he would use it, it 
will pay him to study the lad and discover if possible in what 
way his ambition can be stimulated, how he can be waked up. 
Of the two I believe that I would rather tackle the task of 
waking up such a man than of reforming an employee who 
lacked some of the essentials of becoming an honest business 
man, 

In almost any case there is something that a man really wants 
to do or to become. If he can be shown that the development of 
his selling ability will aid him in reaching the coveted goal 
sooner, it is very likely that he can be aroused to take hold of 
his work with more energy. 

Nor is it employees alone who are lacking in salesmanship. 
The proprietor of the store ought to require no greater incentive 
than his desire for success to make him try his best to sell 
He ought to be looking for a chance to sell more and he 


goods. 
But only too fre- 


ought to lose no opportunities in that line. 
quently he is not. 

Salesmanship is selling more goods or better goods than the 
customer comes to buy. Its success depends very largely upon 
ability to make people think as the seller thinks. It is a mental 
transaction. As Hugh Chalmers says, the sale takes place in the 
buyer’s mind. The mind is susceptible to all kinds of influences, 
and in selling goods all of the possible influences should be 
favorable. It is the ability to know what effect certain influ- 
ences produce that makes the observant salesman. 

But every man, proprietor or clerk, should bear in mind the 
fact that salesmanship is a quality that can be cultivated in- 
definitely. There is no such thing as absolute perfection. One 
can keep improving as long as there is a disposition to try, and 
no kind of endeavor will pay much better in the merchandising 
part of tbe drug business. 


Perfumed Liquid Shampoos 


There is a wide field and a waiting market for a delicately 
perfumed liquid shampoo that will appeal to the better class of 
trade, especially women. Most of the difficulty lies in getting a 
delicate and yet satisfactory perfume that will not be decom- 
posed by the alkali in the soap or other alkaline substances used. 
it is comparatively easy to make a shampoo liquid that will 
lather freely and cleanse the hair satisfactorily, but those on the 
market seem to lack in delicacy of odor, especially in the odor 
given to the hair after use. Here is a chance for some enter- 
prising druggist to lay the foundations of a fortune such as was 
made by Gerhard Mennen, of talcum powder fame. It is sug- 
gested, as a basis for experimentation, that first a non-irritating 
liquid soap be worked out, one that is practically odorless and 
free from excess of alkali, yet possessing free lathering proper- 
ties, then that a perfume for this be elaborated from a combina- 
tion of the many synthetic odors now on the market. There is 
money in this proposition if a superior article is produced. The 
trade is waiting for it and costly advertising will not be neces- 


sary for success. 
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NEW REMEDIES OF 1910-1911 





From the Report of the Committee on New Remedies of 
the New York State Pharmaceutical Association. 





Pyrolin is a basic magnesium salt of pyroligneous acid. 
Used as antiseptic. 

Pyrosin is the name given to a syrup containing phenol 
compounds. 

Quinolin (or Chinolin) sulphosalicylate is recommended 
as a substitute for quinine. It is said also to equal phenol as 
a general disinfectant. 


Arsen-Regenerin contains .04 percent. 
lithium cacodylate. 

Radio-carbenzyme is said to be a combination of carben- 
zyme with radio-active barium carbonate. It is claimed to 
have a powerful enzymatic action because of its radio-active 
properties. 

Regenerin is a lecithin iron preparation recommended as 
a tonic. 

Rheumacolloidin is said to be a solution of ichthyol and 

salicylic acid in collodion and methyl alcohol. Used as a 
local application for rheumatic affections. 

Rhinoculin is a combination of adrenine and subcutine (a 
salt of anesthesine). It is recommended for treatment of 
hay fever. 

Rhomnol, a nucleinic acid preparation, Marketed in two 
forms, one a saccharated powder for oral administration, the 
other as a solution in ampules for hypodermic injection. 
The latter is said to contain 0.05 Gm. of sodium nucleinate 
in each Cc. Used in nervous diseases. 

Riba, the trade name given to a new albuminoid prepara- 
tion, obtained from the flesh of fish. It is described as a 
grayish, nonhygroscopic powder, almost entirely soluble in 
water, which property distinguishes it from other albumen 
preparations. It is said to consist almost entirely of al- 
bumoses and to contain very little of the purin compounds, 
creatinin, etc. Used for anemia, chlorosis, etc. Marketed 
by The Riba Works, Bremen, Germany. 

Salimenthol preparations are said to contain salicylic acid 
menthol ester. 

Salvarsan, the trade name given to the new form of 
Ehrlich’s “606,” dioxydiamidoarsenobenzol hydrochloride, 
prepared for hypodermic administration and sold only in am- 
pules containing one dose. It has been claimed that much 
of the disappointment following the recent use of Ehrlich’s 
compound was caused by failure &o properly prepare solu- 
tions for injection, hence to prevent future failures. Ehrlich 
himself is stated to supervise the preparation of the solution 
known as salvarsan. Marketed by Victor Koechl & Co. 1 
the United States and Canada. 

The following description is given of this preparation: 
Salvarsan is an arsenic compound containing that metal in a 
low state of oxidization, and it is therefore a powerful reduc- 
ing agent and is decomposed by bodies which are oxidizers, 
including air. Hence salvarsan is prepared in an atmosphere 
of nitrogen. The amine groups present give it the property 
of a weak base, hence it is capable of forming salts, such as 
the hydrochloride, which is the original “606.” Being a weak 
base, its salts decompose when dissolved in water, by hy- 
drolysis, giving a solution having an acid reaction. Salvarsan 
containing two phenol groups, it acts in accordance with 
phenols in general in forming compounds with strong bases 
(phenolates). When the free base has been precipitated from 
salvarsan by addition of an alkali, further addition of an al- 
kali will form a clear solution of a salt of the alkaline base 
used. It is the free insoluble base that has been used for sub- 
cutaneous injection, and it is the water-soluble alkaline salt 
that is injected intravenously in solution. The new form of 
salvarsan is said to be a sterile solution of this salt made 
with the addition of sodium bicarbonate according to a spe- 
cial process. 

Salvoil is said to be a compound liniment made from sage, 
salvia officinalis. 

Sempules are a new 
dumb-bells. 

Serosal is a powder recommended for the extemporane- 
ous production of serum for hypodermic injections. It is said 
to contain sodium chloride, carbonate, phosphate and _ sul- 
phate, magnesium phosphate and calcium glycerophosphate. 

Serosanol is the trade name for a soluble mercury-arsenic 
compound, recommended for treatment of syphilis,

during the past year for the treatment of various diseases.

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Some are true serums, like diphtheria antitoxin, prepared from 
the blood of animals after inoculation with specific bacteria, 
others are serums in name only, solutions of various salts in 
water, glycerin, etc., or are solutions or emulsions of active 
remedies in a serum derived from normal blood. The fol- 
lowing list of “serums” includes those of recent introduction 
that seem to be of practical interest. 
Bardet’s, is said to be a solution of sodium chloride 
phosphate and sulphate, with phenol. 
Cheron’s, is in two forms. Serum Number One is a so- 
lution of sodium chloride, phosphate and sulphate, with 


phenol. Serum Number Two is the same formula but 
omitting phenol. 
Cantani’s, is an aqueous solution of sodium carbonate 


and chloride. 

Crocq’s, is an aqueous solution of sodium phosphate. 

Cholera-serum is a mixture of sera derived from the 
blood of horses and goats, administered hypodermically 
in a physiological salt solution. 

Dujardin-Beaumetz’, is a solution containing potassium 
carbonate and sulphate, sodium chloride, lactate and phos- 
phate. 

Horvell’s, contains sodium chloride and bicarbonate 
cium chloride and potassium chloride. 

Huchards, is similar in composition to Cheron’s 
Other similar serums are Kranecke’s, 
Locke’s, Mathieu’s and Netter’s. 

Merz’ Hemorrhoid Serum is 
extract of hamamelis, 
istration. 

Merz’ Schnupfen Serum is said to contain menthol and 
formaldehyde. Recommended for nasal diseases. This 
preparation is also marketed as Veraserol. 

A different type of serums from those mentioned are: 

Antilusin, an antisyphilitic serum derived from the 
blood of animals infected previously with syphilis. 

Syphilin is the name given to a concentrated glycerin 
extract obtained from a syphilitic foetus, said to be rich in 
spirocheta. Used diluted with normal serum as diagnostic 
test for’ syphilis by subcutaneous injection. 
Tuberculin-Rosenbach is a new tuberculin preparation 

said to be prepared from “old” tubercle bacilli and tricophy- 


cal- 


serum. 
Lichtenstein’s, 


a preparation containing 
marketed in tubes for rectal admin- 


ton, preserved with phenol. Occurs as a clear brownish 
liquid, marketed in brown glass vials to protect it from 
light. 


Tuberculin-Mixed is a vaccine prepared from cultures of 
pneumococci, streptococci and staphylococci, recommended 
for treatment of mixed affections of the lungs, complicated 
by the presence of several specific bacterial infections. 

Turiopin is said to be an alcoholic extract of an Austrian 
pine, evaporated in vacuo to a semisolid consistence. <A 
number of preparations are marketed with this substance as 
a base, as menthol-Turiopin, lugol-Turiopin, etc. These 
are used as inhalants in bronchial affections. Turiopin is 
also prepared as a syrup and as pastils, intended for internal 
administration. 

Ulcerine is an ointmewt prepared especially for the treat- 
ment of burns caused by radium or X-rays. It consists of 
extracts of several species of populus, combined with ex- 
tracts of belladonna, henbane, opium and solanum in a base 
of Peru balsam and lard. 

Undinol is a preparation used for making medicated baths, 
and is said to consist of a nonalcoholic solution of soap and 
various extracts and oils derived from coniferous plants. 

Valerophen is the name given to a phenolphthalein com- 
pound with a menthyl ester of valeric acid. Used as a laxa- 
tive. 

Vanadiol is said to be a solution of 
chlorite. Its action is said to increase 
the leucocyte content of the blood, 
in anemia, tuberculosis, etc. 

Vanadioseptol is said to be a solution of vanadium chlor- 
ide. Recommended as a germicide. This salt is said to be 
equal to mercuric chloride in germicidal power. 

Vanadioserum is a preparation containing a vanadium salt 
prepared for use by hypodermic injection. It is stated that 
vanadium and its salts resemble mercury in therapeutic ac- 
den and effects. 

Vanaform is said to be a compound containing vanadium 
and to liberate oxygen on contact with diseased tissue. 
Recommended for use as a dusting powder for wounds, sores, 
ulcers, ete. 

Vanodrin is a new dental anesthetic 
and adrenalin. 

Vasotonin, a preparation, said to be a compound of 
yohimbin and urethane, is reported to be a simple mixture of 
these substances.

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Waterproof Hat Varnishes

Synthesis of Berberine 
The synthesis of another alkaloid, berberine, has been ac- 
complished in the laboratory. Pictet and Gams (Chem. Leit. 
99, 1911) have succeeded in making true berberine, starting with 


homopiperonylamine, another artificial product, as a basis, by a 
complicated series of reactions. The interest of the discovery 
Index 
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lies in the fact that quinoline and hydrastine bases are formed 
at successive stages of the synthesis and it is apparently only a 
question of time before hydrastine can also be made synthetically. 
Such a discovery would be of great value because of the ap- 
proaching extermination of native hydrastis and its present 
scarcity and high price. 


Tests for Salvarsan 
The increased use of 
the exploiting of dangerous imitations by unscrupulous parties 
have made it necessary that pharmacists should be prepared to 
apply tests to distinguish this substance. G. Deniges (Annal. 
Chim. Analyt., 16, 309, 1911) has made a study of salvarsan and 
proposes the following tesis: If 0.5 Cc. hydrogen peroxide solu- 
tion (12 volume) be added to a 1 in 1,000 solution of salvarsan 
and then a drop of dilute cupric sulphate solution be added an 
intense biuish-green color appears. This color is changed to 
red on the addition of a few drops of strong hydrochloric acid. 
When alcoho] is added to the first solution a blue precipitate 
forms. Ferric chloride solution gives a deep violet color with 
a dilute solution of salvarsan, this color persisting after addition 
of hydrochloric and sulphuric acids. Bromine water added to 
a solution of salvarsan produces a red-violet color. Salvarsan 
may be estimated by volumetric titration, using potassium per- 
manganate as the reagent, each cubic centimetre of decinormal 
potassium permanganate solution consumed being equivalent to 
about 1 milligramme of salvarsan. One gramme of salvarsan 
is dissolved in 1,000 Cc. distilled water; 10 Cc. of this solution 
are taken, for testing. On diluting this with an equal amount 
of water and adding 1 Cc. of sulphuric acid, from 10.2 to 10.3 Cc. 
of decinormal potassium permanganate solution should be re- 
quired to produce a permanent color after standing one minute. 
Titration should be made with hot solution of salvarsan.

To Clean Agateware 

Most druggists nowadays use agateware vessels in their Jabor- 
atories because of its durability and its resistance to the action 
of dilute and alkalies and vegetable substances, but no 
matter how carefully an agate pot or kettle be washed after 
being used for boiling down a vegetable infusion or mixture, it 
becomes stained and discolored after use for a short time. Such 
vessels, and agateware utensils of all descriptions, may be thor- 
oughly cleansed and restored to their original cleanliness and 
be freed from crusts and deposits by boiling them in a dilute 
solution of commercial caustic soda in water—about a teaspoon- 
ful of caustic soda to each gallon of water used. After removing 
from the soda solution, rub any discolored places with a damp 
cloth and the stains will readily disappear, then rinse well in 


acids 


water and dry thoroughly. It must be remembered that agate- 
ware is made with a resistant enamel over sheet iron, so that if 
this enamel is chipped off, the iron is exposed and is easily af- 
fected. Liquids containing tannin should not be boiled in agate 
vessels that have the iron exposed, as they will be darkened from 
tannate of iron formed. 


The Care of Tinware 

As many druggists use tin vessels and measures the following 
directions for their preservation and preventing them from rust- 
ing quickly will no doubt be useful. If new tinware be smeared 
over with fresh lard and then thoroughly baked in 
before being used it is that vessels so treated will last 
much longer and will resist rust, even though constantly used im 
water. Of course, after the baking with the lard the vessels or 
measures must be cleansed of excess of lard with warm water 
and soap. To remove stains from tinware, boiling the articles in 
a strong solution of borax produces the best results and will re- 
store the pristine .brightness to tinware with stains or 
deposits of vegetable matter.

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The Fluorescent Test for 
Mineral and Rosin Oils 


The Outerbridge method of testing vegetable and fatty oils 
for adulteration by mineral and rosin oils has been questioned 
by the Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agriculture, and the 
statement is made that the fluorescence in samples of linseed 
oil shown by this method is not conclusive evidence of adultera- 
tion, as samples of linseed oil of undoubted genuineness after 
marked fluorescence when subjected to the 
Outerbridge test. This was described in the AMERICAN Druc- 
Gist, page 49, November issue. The Bureau of Chemistry also 
states that genuine samples of turpentine also give fluorescent 
reaction in certain cases. A circular to this effect has been is- 
sued by the bureau—Number 84—which gives the results ob- 
tained by a number of tests made on authenticated vegetable 
oils, linseed oil and turpentine, and the criticism of Outerbridge’s 
method made is that it is not conelusive. This criticism may be 
true in regard to boiled linseed oil and certain samples of tur- 
pentine, as shown by the following quotations from the circular: 
“The pure linseed oil showed no fluorescence, but when heated 
to 300° C. and cooled it then showed marked fluorescence by this 
test.” “The same development of fluorescence was shown in a 
sample of pure olive oil, which showed marked fluorescence af- 
ter being heated to a high temperature and cooled.” Also, “the 
examination of a number of samples of turpentine of known 
origin showed some with fluorescence and others without; some 
samples containing mineral oils gave no fluorescence, while others 
of undoubted purity showed marked fluorescence.” It is evi- 
dent that the Outerbrige test for the presence of mineral and 
rosin oils by exhibition of fluorescence by exposure to light from 
electric sources of oils to be tested should not be considered con- 
clusive, as there are undoubtedly other factors that affect this 
test. Experienced analysts have long ago discarded tests which 
depended solely upon color reactions or color changes alone, and 
it would seem that the Outerbridge method for detecting the ad- 
dition of mineral or rosin oils to vegetable oils or turpentirte 
belongs to this category.

Lime in Opium Assay 

After a long series of experiments, Debourdeaux (Journ. de 
Pharm., 105, 1911), has concluded that the use of lime is neces- 
sary in opium assay to obtain correct and uniform results. Other 
alkalies were tried, but none gave results approximating those 
obtained with lime in complete separation of morphine. The 
following process is recommended for the assay of opium, noth- 
ing original being claimed for it except that exhaustive tests 
have proven that it is the most accurate and reliable method for 
ascertaining the morphine content of opium. Fifteen grammes 
of opium are triturated with 6 Gm. of lime, and water is added, 
with trituration, to make 150 Cc. The mixture is allowed to 
stand for two hours (with frequent shaking), then 100 Cc. of 
filtrate is taken, 10 Cc. of alcohol and 50 Cc. of ether are added, 
the mixture well shaken and then 2 Gm. of ammonium chloride 
is added and dissolved in the liquid. This mixture is set aside 
for twenty-four hours, the ethereal layer is carefully decanted 
and passed through a filter, 10 Cc. more of ether being used 
to wash out the liquid, and this passed through the filter also. 
Finally the liquid is filtered through this filter, care being taken 
to detach all adhering crystals of morphine from the sides of 
the flask, and the morphine collected upon the original filter is 
washed with successive portions of water saturated with ether 
and morphine. This is then dried and weighed in the usual 
manner or titrated with volumetric acid solution. The author 
suggests that much of the apparent contradictory reports of 
analysts of opium is due to two faults—lack of care in deter- 
mination of moisture in the sample and failure to separate all 
of the morphine present. To correct the first cause of error he 
suggests greater care in determining the amount of moisture in 
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a given sample and that reports of morphine content be based 
upon the moisture free drug, or that the amount of moisture 
contained in the drug be reported along with the morphine 
content of the crude sample. Low morphine content may be 
reported unless the natural combinations of the alkaloid in the 
drug are broken up, and lime seems to do this more thoroughly 
than any other reagent. 


The Use of Aliquot Parts in Assays 

The statement has been frequently made that the use of 
aliquot parts, in the hands of experts, give results which compare 
favorably with those obtained by the complete extraction method, 
but that this would not be true in the hands of less ex- 
perienced chemists. Prof. A. B. Stevens had never seen or 
heard of an attempt to prove this statement. He therefore 
selected six students at the University of Michigan, none ot 
whom had more than a short course in drug assay work. One 
of them had not made more than half a dozen drug assays, and 
had not even received instructions in assay work. ‘They were 
given directions for the assay of scopola and cinchona by both 
methods and without further instructions than that they were 
to make duplicate assays as carefully as possible. They were 
not told the object of the assays. The results obtained are as

Colorimetric Test for Caramel 


The use of a colored solution, made by adding Nessler’s re- 
agent to a dilute solution of an ammonium salt, as a standard 
for colorimetric tests of caramel, has been proposed by N. Up- 
sher Smith (Proceedings of the Minnesota Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation, 1911). ‘The author’s method is as follows: Prepare a 
stock solution by dissolving 0.0417 Gm. of monohydrated am- 
monium oxalate in 1,000 Cc. of distilled water, take of this 
solution 10 Cc., dilute with 38 Cc. of water, and add 2 Cc. of 
Nessler’s reagent. This forms the standard for color compari- 
The sample of caramel to be tested is made up into a so- 
lution containing 1 Gm. of caramel in 1,000 Cc. distilled water. 
Ascertain by measurements from a burette the exact amount 
of caramel solution that will match the standard color when 
diluted to 50 Cc. with distilled water. Taking as an arbitrary 
standard for caramel one that will exactly match the standard 
color when 0.01 Gm, is contained in 50 Cc. water and calling 
this 100, other samples of caramel are tested for coloring 
value by comparing the amount of 1 in 1,000 solution re- 
quired to match the standard. Thus 10 Cc. of a I in 1,000 
solution of caramel that exactly matched the standard color 
would be marked 100 percent., if 20 Cc. were required the color 
strength would be marked as 50 percent. To obtain the figure 
for colorimetric value of any sample divide 1,000 by the number 
of cubic centimetres of 1 in 1,000 solution required to match 
the standard tint when diluted to 50 Cc. As caramel is valued 
chiefly by its coloring power this test affords an easy and rapid 
method for its valuation. Solubility tests and estimation of in- 
soluble matter should be made to determine the actual 
proportion of the sample useful for coloring purposes.

rather crowded [he cellar, being well macadamized and 
vaulted, and having some of the steam supply pipes running 
through it along the ceiling, it was dry, and available for manu 
facturing purposes and for use as a stock room. 

A local carpenter was called in and he gave me a satis- 
factory estimate and secured the order for shelving, tables and 
bins. Of these latter a few words. The bins were built about 
two feet square and two feet high, tin lined, with hinged tops. 
for storing such goods as rochelle salt, epsom salt, carbonate of 
magnesia, chamomile flowers, etc. They were set about ten 


inches from the floors, on wooden legs, so we could sweep un- 
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derneath. They were odor proof, dust proof and moisture proof. 
Every section in the cellar was given a letter of the alphabet and 
every bottle, drawer and bin was given a number. A card index 
kept downstairs and a copy of it upstairs enabled us to locate the 
desired article, and if it became necessary to send the porter 
down for anything we could tell him to bring up number so and 
so and we were sure to get the right article the first time up. 
The table for percolators and filters was fitted with strong iron 
rods fastened to the table, over which adjustable rings and 
clamps were attached. Light was supplied partly by two win- 
dows leading from the front area and partly by hanging incan- 
descent electrics. The switch for the light was located upstairs 
in the rear room, so that the cellar could be illuminated from 
above before descending, nor did the lights have to be put out 
downstains when through with the work, leaving the person to 
grope his way around in a dark cellar or, worse than that, find 
his way with matches and run chances of conflagration. 

Of course, we did not neglect our customers while all these 
alterations were being made: We duly called their attention to 
the fact that increased business demanded changes even in our 
first year and took good care to let them know that we were 
getting the trade of the neighborhood. We were getting the 
reputation of “doing things.”

The north window contained a miscellaneous display of baby 
toilet articles, with the emphasis of the display on “My Baby’s 
Powder,” a liberal supply of which occupied the center. A card

When that box is empty get an- 
other box of ‘‘My Baby’s 
Powder’’ for 25 cents. 











The other articles displayed had each a price tag giving its 
cost. Altogether it proved a very good ad for the store and for 
the powder.

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Lubricating Jelly —H. I. R., Philadelphia, writes: “Please 
publish a good formula for a lubricating jelly such as is used 
by physicians to lubricate instruments.” 

In answer to our Philadelphia subscriber we wish to point 
out just such a formula which he asks for in our department of 
Pharmaceutical Formulas in this issue. We recommend a care- 
ful preservation of these formulas, as they will be found very 
useful to the pharmacist behind the prescription counter, on ac- 
count of the many formulas from some of the foreign pharma- 
copeeias, which are frequently ordered also in this country, as 
well as the formulas for a great many profitable specialties. 
The formula for lubricating jelly is one of the latter class, 
which, if introduced to the medical profession, will undoubtedly 
have a large and very profitable sale. 

Authority of an Executor to Employ Counsel.—E. B. 
wishes to know whether the executor of an estate has legal 
authority to employ a lawyer to look after legal matters in con- 
nection with the administration of an estate. Hieronimus A. 
Herold, Esq., furnishes the following opinion on the subject: 
“An executor employs lawyers and incurs other expenses in the 
administration of an estate individually. Such expenses as he 
incurs are allowed the executor on his accounting. It is usual 
for an executor to pay his lawyer and the other expenses of ad- 
ministration out of the estate funds, and such charges and ex- 
penses are allowed the executor on his accounting, unless objec- 
tion is made in the accounting proceeding that such expendi- 
tures or charges are extravagarit or exorbitant. If the court 
finds that the services were necessary for the preservation of the 
estate and that the amount charged is reasonable the expenses 
will be allowed.”

He has mixed the ingredients in the order giver and also 
in other ways, but, no matter how they are mixed, a gelatinous 
mass results, which cannot be painted on with camel’s hair pen- 
cil. “Jersey” wants to know if there is any way to overcome 
this difficulty, so that a clear solution will result, as this. is what 
the physician wants. 

The trouble is with the ammonia water, which is a 10 per- 
cent. solution of ammonia gas in water. The collodion and tinc- 
ture of iodine form a clear solution, but as soon as any water, 
even in the form of ammonia water, is added the pyroxylin con- 
tained in the collodion will be precipitated in the form of a gel- 
atinous mass, as it is insoluble in “water. 

The difficulty in this prescription can be very easily overcome 
by using spirit of ammonia in place of ammonia water. The 
U.S. P. spirit of ammonia, also called ammoniated alcohol, is 
a Ia percent. solution of gaseous ammonia in alcohol. The U. 
S. P. VIII gives a process for making this preparation. Being 
of the same strength as ammonia water and not forming a pre- 
cipitate with collodion we should advise its use in compounding 
this prescription. 

The color of this prescription will gradually change and be- 
come lighter. This is due to the fact that the ammonia and 
iodine will form ammonium iodide. We have a similar occur- 


presents the 





rece in the liniment of ammonium iodide of the National For- 
mulary. It would be well to call the patient’s attention to this 
change of color in this prescription. 

Unguentum Lenient.—‘“Washington” inquires for the for- 
mula for Unguentum Lenient, which he thinks is of German 
origin. 

The correct name of this is Unguentum Leniens, which means 
soothing ointment. Under this title, with the synonym cold 
cream, this preparation is official in the German Pharmacopeceia. 
The formula is as follows:

The ointment is stirred until it has a foamy consistence, and 
then 1 drop of oil of rose is added to every 50 Gm. 

The ointment, prepared with sesame, or benne oil, is official 
in the Austrian Pharmacopeeia under the title Unguentum 
Leniens, with the synonyms Unguentum Emolliens and Creme 
Céleste. 

It is, furthermore, official in the Swiss Pharmacopeeia under 
the title Unguentum Refrigerans, with the synonym Unguentum 
Leniens and Cold Cream, and is prepared with peanut oil. 

As will be seen the foreign formulas differ from Unguentum 
Aque Rose of the U. S. P. in not containing any borax, which 
is contained in the U. S. P. formula to the extent of 5 per thou- 
sand, very likely for the purpose of saponification and thereby 
whitening the finished preparation. 

Insect Exterminators.—Jhe \ Company, New York 
requests formulas for efficient vermin destroying preparations, 
mentioning especially roaches and bed bugs as the tormentors to 
be gotten rid of. 
different treatment, a fact often unknown and the reason why 
Roaches are best 


These two classes of insects require entirely 


efforts to get rid of them frequently fail. 
destroyed by feeding them with a poisonous substance; bed bugs, 
feeding chiefly on the occupants of the hguse. must be killed by 
external applications. The still prevalent belief that corrosive 
sublimate, quicksilver and white of eggs, etc., applied to furni- 
ture and bedding will destroy bed bugs is a fallacy—bed bugs 
do not eat such food—and experiments have shown that a bed 
bug can live comfortably in powdered corrosive sublimate indefi- 
nately if it is given a chance to get a meal of blood once in a 
great while. This was shown many years ago in a graduating 
thesis presented at the Philadelphia Coilege of Pharmacy. On 
the other hand, roaches are voracious feeders, and will eat any- 
thing, even to the paste used for affixing stamps to a letter, 
book bindings, tops of shoes and anything else edible; therefore, 
the most certain way of getting rid of them is to mix a poison 
with someting roaches like to eat. 

Bed bugs, like many other insects, breathe through holes in 
their sides, called spiracles, and these breathing orifices are pro- 
tected by both fine hairs and a waxy substance that makes it 
practically impossible for water to enter their “lungs.” Hence, 
an insect of this kind can be saturated with an aqueous solution 
of any poison and survive the ordeal, but apply a fluid like kero- 
cene, that dissolves the waxy protection, and the bug simply 
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drowns from suffocation, just like an animal would drown if its 
head: were heid under water. Keeping these facts in mind, it is 
not hard to pian a campaign of extermination for each class of 
vermin. One helpful fact is that the same fluid that will destroy 
mature bed bugs will also destroy their eggs, as these are also 
protected by a waxy coating, which is insoluble in water but 
soluble in petroleum oils. For getting rid of roaches the follow- 
ing poisons have proven efficient: 

ROACH PASTE, 


Phosphorus I part 

Molasses ee eee te 

Flour, sufficient to make a thick paste. 
This must be made carefully, as phosphorus is very inflammable 
The best method is to put the molasses in a kettle, warm it suffi- 
ciently to melt the phosphorus, added in small pieces, avoiding ex- 
cess of heat, and then stir in enough flour to make a rather thick 
This is to be smeared around woodwork or other places 
frequented by the roaches. The addition of a little oil of anise 
to the mixture will make it more attractive to the pests. Another 
recipe that has proven exceedingly effective in many government

Mix the ingredients thoroughly and place around the infested 
places in little piles; the roaches will eat the mixture greedily. 
Also, if there is no water supply near, put some water around 
where the roaches can get at it. When they drink the water, 
or possibly from the internal fluids, the plaster of Paris solidifies 
in the digestive tract of the roach and soon kills it. This is a 
fact, proven by investigation of experts in the Department of 
Agriculture. 

To destroy bed bugs, nothing is superior to a liberal applica- 
tion of turpentine or kerosene to their hiding places. Here is a 
formula that has made its original owner wealthy :

during daytime it seeks the darkest places in which to hide. It 
is surprising what a small crevice one can creep into; therefore, 
during daylight fill every crack and corner with the fluid just 
mentioned; the smaller the crack the more certain one is to find 
a bug there. Those that are not suffocated and drowned in the 
deadly fluid will seek to escape and can easily be detected and 
killed. The same method should be followed with infested bed- 
ding, furniture, etc., bearing in mind, however, that the mixture 
will also dissolve paint or varnish. 

Insect powders are only efficient when applied to the bug 
infested place in sufficient quantity to suffocate the inhabitants. 
Insect powder, the powder obtained from the flowers of pyre- 
thrum of various species, does not kill insects through the intes- 
tinal tract: it affects them solely through their breathing appa- 
ratus, the volatile principle of this substance acting on insects 
somewhat like ether or chloroform does on animals, hence if 
enough powder is not used to saturate the air around the hiding 
places of the insects it will do little harm to them. Often, too, 
insects of this class will be apparently killed by insect powder, 
It #s 
like giving an anesthetic dose of ether to an animal; place it 


and yet after a time will revive and be as active as ever. 


in fresh air and it will recover. Therefore, when using insect 
powder, sufficient should be employed to saturate the breathing 
apparatus of the insects !ong enough to be fatal. Another im- 
portant point is that the powder be fresh and as fine as it is 


possible to make a powder. It kills the insect through its breath-

ing apparatus, not through its stomach, and must be fine enough 
and strong enough in volatile principle to pass through the 
spiracles. 


Test for Albumin in Urine—M. R., California, asks for a 
simple test for albumin in urine. The simplest test for the 
detection of albumin in urine is the heat and nitric acid test, 
which is applied as follows: 

Heat about 5 Cc. of urine to the boiling point in a test tube. 
If the urine becomes turbid the presence of albumin or earthy 
phosphates is indicated. Now add, slowly, a few drops of acetic 
or nitric acid. If the turbidity is due to the phosphates it will 
disappear on the addition of the acid, but if due to albumin 
the urine remains turbid. Care must be taken in the addition 
of the acid after boiling, to note the effect after each drop is 
added, and to go on adding it until there can be no doubt that 
the urine is distinctly acid. A large excess of acid is to be 
avoided. Where there are traces only of albumin this test will 
not give satisfactory results except under the most favorable 
conditions. 

There are a great number of other tests for the detection 
of albumin in urine and some of them are very delicate indeed. 
Some time ago the AMERICAN Druacist published a series of 
articles on urine analysis which were reprinted in the form of 
a pamphlet and which can be obtained from the AMERICAN 
Druccist PustisH1ING CoMpANy by sending Io cents in stamps. 
One of the best side lines or occupations for the pharmacist 
is the analysis of urine. It has that great advantage that 
it is ethical, professional, and last, but not least, very profitable. 


Saccharin.—R. A., Ohio, inquires if saccharin can be safely 
used in place of sugar for domestic purposes or in food and 
medicine. He points out that it has one great advantage over 
sugar, in that it does not ferment. 

At the request of the Secretary of Agriculture, the Referee 
Board of Consulting Scientific Experts, popularly termed the 
Remsen board, has conducted an investigation as to the effect 
of the use of saccharin on the health. The investigation has 
been concluded and the referee board reports that the continued 
use of saccharin for a long time in quantities exceeding three- 
tenths of a gramme a day is liable to impair digestion; and that 
the addition of saccharin as a substitute for cane sugar or other 
forms of sugar reduces the food value of the sweetened product, 
and hence lowers its quality. 

Saccharin has been used as a substitute for sugar in over 
thirty classes of food in which sugar is commonly recognized 
as a normal and valuable ingredient. If the use of saccharin is 
continued it is evident that amounts of saccharin may readily be 
consumed which will, through continued use, produce digestive 
disturbances. In every food in which saccharin is used some 
other sweetening agent known to be harmless to health can be 
substituted, and there is not even a pretense that saccharin is a 
necessity in the manufacture of food products. Under the na- 
tional food and drugs act articles of food are considered to 
be adulterated if they contain added poisonous or other dele- 
terious ingredients which may render them injurious to health. 
Articles of food are also adulterated within the meaning of 
the act, if substances have been mixed and packed with the 
foods so as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect their quality 
or strength. The findings of the referee board show that sac- 
charin in food is such an added poisonous or other deleterious 
ingredient as is contemplated by the act, and also that the sub- 
stitution of saccharin for sugar in foods reduces and lowers 
their quality. 

The Secretary of Agriculture, therefore, has announced that 
he will regard as adulterated, under the food and drugs act, 
foods containing saccharin which, on an after January 1, 1912. 
are manufactured or offered for sale in the District of Columbia 
or the territories, or shipped in interstate or foreign commerce 
or offered for importation into the United States. 

Not only the United States but also several foreign countries 
have laws along this line. Germany has a very strict saccharin 
law which has been in force since April 1, 1903. According to 
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this law even the manufacture is under government supervision. 
The retail sale of saccharin is placed in the hands of the 
apotheker who are not allowed to dispense more than 50 Gm. 
on a physician’s order and who have to retain the prescription. 
According to the German law strict account has to be kept of 
every gramme of saccharin, in the factory, by the wholesaler, 
and by the retailer 

The National Formulary Revision Committee have adopted 
as a general principle in the forthcoming revision that the use 
discouraged and that it is permitted only 
use is absolutely necessary.

Lice Powder.—S. D. has a call for lice powder, not for 
chicken lice, but the real kind on human bodies and inquires 
what he should dispense for that purpose. 

We have dispensed and have known other pharmacists to dispense 
powdered sabadilla seeds for the destruction of body lice, They 
are the dried ripe seeds of Sabadilla officinarum, Brandt, a tall 
herbaceous plant indigenous to the eastern section of Mexico, 
also to Guatemala and Venezuela. 
dilla is derived from the Spanish “cebadilla,” the diminutive of 
“cebada,” which means barley, from its resemblance to a small 
barley seed. Sabadilla was first described in 1572 by Nicolas 
Monardes, physician at Seville, Spain, who wrote a book on the 
drugs of the New World, and who also made a collection of 
medicinal plants in 1554, which, by the way, was the first botan- 
ical museum. Sabadilla is still official in some of the pharma- 
copeeias of today. On account of its veratrine content it is em- 
ployed to destroy body lice and other vermin, both in powder 
form and also mixed with oil, brandy or vinegar or in the form 
of ointment. Being very poisonous it must be used with care, 
especially if there are any abrasions. Powdered sabadilla is ex- 
tensively used in southern climates against lice and vermin of 


all kinds. 


Tinctura Lytte.—T. A., Providence, R. I., has a puzzling 
prescription containing Tinctura Lyttz as one of its ingredients 
and wishes to know what this means. 

Lytta vesicatoria (Fabricius) is the old name for Spanish fly, 
or cantharis vesicatorio (Linné), that old and once very popular 
remedy, the use of which dates back to the Greek physician Hip- 
pocrates (400 B. C.), the father of medicine. Therefore tinctura 
lyttze is a synonym for tincture of cantharides and is very likely 
used by the physician so that the patient will not know that he

Purity of Cream of Tartar.—X. Y. Z., Maryland, inquires 
how he can determine if a lot of cream of tartar which he has 
bought cheap is pure. 

In the first place we wish to warn X. Y. Z. against buying 
cheap cream of tartar or any other cheap drugs or chemicals. 
Standard articles generally have a standard price, and should the 
price which X. Y. Z. paid for his cream of tartar be much below 
the market price, then he may expect adulteration. 

Fortunately the U. S. P. gives tests of identity, quality, purity 
and strength, and in most cases simple tests which the average 
pharmacist can apply with the utensils and apparatus at his com- 
mand. 

Under Potassii Bitartras in U.S. P. VIII. you will find a para- 
graph devoted to the physical description and then the statement 
that it is soluble in about 200 parts of water at 25° C. and also 
in 16.7 parts of boiling water, but very sparingly soluble in al- 
cohol. 

Among the number of tests given by the U. S. 
point out the following: 

An aqueous solution of cream of tartar has an acid reaction 
Should this be an alakline reaction, so-

on blue litmus paper. 
dium bicarbonate may be present. 

As pure cream of tartar should be completely soluble in am- 
monia water, the following test is given: 


A solution of 0.5 Gm. of cream of tartar in 3 Cc. of ammonia 
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water should leave no insoluble residue (absence of starch, 


Kaolin, calcium phosphate and other insoluble matter). 

As a test for the absence of ammonia compounds the U. S. P. 
directs the cream of tartar to be heated with a slight excess of 
solution of potassium hydroxide, whereupon no odor of am- 
monia should be evolved. The U. S. P. further gives tests for 
the absence of alum and also the absence of phosphates, which 
adulterants are quite common. 

We might also mention that in case any sodium bicarbonate 
is present, the aqueous solution will effervesce on account of the 
evolution of carbon dioxide from the interaction of the acid tar- 
trate on the bicarbonate. will also be caused 
when a little of the cream of tartar, adulterated in this manner, 
is added to a diluted acid. The last paragraph in the Pharma- 
copeeia gives a method of assay or estimation of cream of tartar 
by titration, which should contain not less than gg per cent. of 
pure potassium bitartrate. 

In conclusion, we might again call the attention of 
readers to the fact that every pharmacist should familiarize him- 
self with the tests in the U. S. P. He can readily learn the 
technique, and he will find this work educational and interesting, 
and last, but not least, he is thereby sure of the quality of the 
drugs which he sells, and can guarantee them to his customers. 
Such work will unquestionably raise the pharmacist above the 
level of the ordinary druggist, in the eyes both of the laity and

Cleaning Carpets.—The H. D. Co., Monessing, Pa., asks 
for good carpet cleaning formulas. Not knowing whether a 
liquid or a solid is desired, we give the recipes used by one of 
the largest cleaning establishments in the Eastern States. An- 
other difficulty in answering this query is that we do not know 
whether the querist wishes to put up a carpet cleaner for sale 
or simply wishes to use it in his own home or store. In either 
case the formulas quoted will give satisfaction if used properly. 

In the first place, there is a vast difference between cleaning 
a carpet on the floor and cleaning it after it has been taken up, 
but the fundamental principle is to get the dust and dirt out first. 

One of the best formulas for cleansing and brightening up 
a carpet on the floor—after thorough sweeping—is this: 

Dry Carpet CLEANER.

The soap bark and carbonate of soda must be in rather fine 
powder, the sawdust about fine enough to pass through a No. 40 
sieve. These ingredients are first thoroughly mixed together 
and spread dry over the carpet to be cleaned, and rubbed into 
the fabric well with a broom or brush. The broom or brush is 
then dipped into a pail of water and kept continually moist, and 
the cleansing material, with the adhering dirt, is swept out of 
the carpet in the usual way. This method is said not to affect 
the colors of the carpet nor to injure it in any way. A carpet 
cleaner of this type could be put up in packages at small cost 
and sold at a good profit, the chief expense being for the con- 
tainer. 

For aliquid cleanser of carpets perhaps the best general article 
that can be sold without liability of explosions, causing colors to 
run, staining, etc., is a fluid composed of carbon tetrachloride 
and gasoline. This does not explode or burn with ordinary pre- 
cautions and is said not to affect most carpet dyes. The gaso- 
line, or benzine, is used merely to cheapen the cost of the mix- 
ture, as carbon tetrachloride is equally efficient in removing 
grease stains, etc. It is said that one part of carbon tetra- 
chloride to two or three parts of benzine will afford a mixture 
that is safe for ordinary use. This mixture will remove grease 
stains, but not dirt. To remove dirt spots from carpets that are 
not caused by grease, after first cleaning the carpet by sweeping 
or beating, the carpet cleaners use the following:

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The soft soap is dissolved in the mixture of alcohol and water 
and the mixture filtered or allowed to stand until clear. To 
remove a spot or stain the carpet is thoroughly moistened with 
this mixture, then after a few minutes the place is wet with 
water and rubbed with a damp cloth to remove all of the soap, 
dirt, etc. 

One fact must be borne in mind in selling any article as a 
general carpet cleaner. This is, that the colors in modern carpets 
are mostly obtained from aniline dyes and these are easily 
affected by acids or alkalies. The difficulty is to remove the 
stain or dirt without affecting the color of the carpet, especially 
if it is a figured one, so the safest plan would be to sell some- 
thing that will do this without damage. The so called dry 
cleaning formula first given is the best for general use. The 
mixture of carbon tetrachloride and benzine is the best for 
removing grease spots and stains from a small area, without 
cleaning the entire carpet. This could be put up in 4 or 8 ounce 
bottles and sold at aprofit at 25 and 50cents respectively. Carbon 
tetrachloride is rapidly replacing benzine and gasoline as a 
cleansing fluid, as it is non-explosive and is an excellent solvent 
for oils, grease, etc. It may be obtained from any wholesale 
druggist. 

Antipyrine and Calomel Incompatibility—‘R. S., Bronx,” 
sends up the following prescription:

As these powders were intended for an infant about one year 
old, and as the pharmacist was under the impression that calomel 
and antipyrine are incompatible, he refused to fill the prescrip- 
tion and asks us for our opinion in this case. 

While it is generally stated in pharmaceutical literature that 
antipyrine and calomel are incompatible, a prescription of the 
kind under discussion, containing only 1 part of calomel to 10 
parts of antipyrine can be safely dispensed. The very same 
combination has been frequently prescribed without any bad 
effects. Often the newer remedies are said to be incompatible 
with certain chemicals or drugs, and in the course of time it is 
found out that they are compatible. This prescription belongs 
to this category, and as the dose is only a tenth of a grain of 
calomel and 1 grain of antipyrine for a child about one year old, 
it can, in our opinion, be safely dispensed. 


Massing Oleaginous Prescriptions.—L. R. makes inquiry 
if it is ethical to mass the following prescription with carbonate 
of magnesia, or other solid, to dispense it in capsules:

As this prescription is similar to many that are called for 
daily it is a timely question. As to the “ethical” part of the 
matter, that cannot be answered, except that it is the general 
opinion of physicians that the use of anything as an excipient 
that will alter the nature of the drugs prescribed is not allow- 
able, except after consultation. In this prescription the use of 
carbonate of magnesia will permit the formation of a mass of 
pillular consistency, which may then be rolled out, divided and 
dispensed in the ordinary hard gelatin capsules; but whether 
the addition of magnesia to the prescription is ethical or not 
depends entirely upon the kind of capsules the physician wants 
the patient to receive. The proper way to dispense such pre- 
scriptions is to avoid ahy addition and to dispense the mixed 
oils in the soft gelatin capsules prepared for just such purposes. 
The best way to dispense the above prescription would be to 
measure (or weigh) the oils and balsam into a small evaporating 
dish, warm slightly to make them more fluid, mix thoroughly, 
and then by means of an ordinary medicine dropper fill the 
required number of soft gelatin capsules of a size that will 
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contain the amount ordered, sealing them in the usual manner. 
Whether or not the addition of carbonate of magnesia, or other 
excipients, will affect the action of the medicine prescribed 18 
not the province of the pharmacist to decide; it is his duty to 
dispense each prescription as written, and certainly the addition 
of enough carbonate of magnesia to mass the oils will have 
some therapeutic effect. 

How to Clean Oil Paintings—G. D., Mass., inquires if 
we can furnish any information how to clean very old oil paint- 
ings, which by age have become dirty and dim. Of course, he 
wants a method which will not injure these paintings, which he 
values very highly. 

Soap and water should never be used in cleaning oil paint- 
ings. We have seen the following methods recommended very: 
highly. Cover the painting with a cloth moistened with water 
and leave thus for several hours. Then dry carefully and gently: 
rub with a linen cloth moistened with linseed oil. Should the 
dust not be removed by this method, then gently rub over the 
painting with a soft sponge moistened with alcohol. 

The following is a recipe for a liquid varnish which when. 
gently brushed over oil paintings will produce a gloss and. also. 
serve to protect it:

While holocaine itself might be soluble in castor oil; it is 
however, not obtainable, being only marketed as the hydro- 
chloride by Victor Koechl & Co. at 35 cents per 1 Gm. vial, or 
$1.50 per 5 Gm. bottle. 

In the American Druggist Handy Guide No. 6: New Reme- 
dies Compendium the following information is given: “Holocaine 
hydrochloride is a white, crystalline powder, difficultly soluble in 
cold (1 in 75), but readily so in hot water. Chemically it is 
para-diethy-oxy-ethenyl-diphenyl-amine hydrochloride, produced 
by combination of acetphenetidin and paraphenetidin. Antisep- 
tic and germicidal in 1 percent. solution. It is used entirely as 
an anesthetic for operations on the eye, a I percent. solution 
being equal to a 2 percent. cocaine solution.” 

Under the prevailing conditions the pharmacist would be jus- 
tified in taking holocaine hydrochloride in place of the unobtain- 
able holocaine. In order to produce a solution, as ordered by 
the physician, it is necessary to dissolve the salt in a few drops 
of alcohol, in which it is readily soluble. 

Holocaine hydrochloride is entirely insoluble in castor oil, 
even if heat is employed. By actual experiment we find that: 
I grain of holocaine hydrochloride can be dissolved in 5 or 6 
drops of 95 percent. alcohol and that by the addition of half an 
ounce of castor oil a permanent solution results, The very small 
amount of alcohol will not cause any irritation. Nevertheless, 
the best policy to pursue in this case would be to notify the 
physician, in case he can be reached. Just as quinine sulphate 
pills are given when quinine pills are asked for, or as cocaine 
hydrochloride is dispensed when the physician writes for cocaine, 
so holocaine hydrochloride can be dispensed on this prescription, 
especially as the base itself is unobtainable in the market. 


Solution of Lithium Bromide.—W. |, Iowa, writes ask- 
ing for an explanation of the following phenomena: On add- 
ing distilled water to chemically pure lithium bromide contained 
in a bottle there was so much heat generated that the bottle was 
too hot to be held in the hand and there was also a marked 
odor of bromine given off. He asks- what could be the cause of 
this unusual reaction. In the absence of particulars as to the 
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amount of lithium bromide and water used, the condition of the 
fithium bromide and how the operation was performed it is diffi- 
cult to give a positive answer to the question. Lithium bromide 
as it occurs in commerce is a deliquescent salt, and the addition 
of small amounts of water to deliquescent salts usually causes a 
rise in temperature of the mixture. Deliquescent salts, those 
that have a strong affinity for water, apparently violate the gen- 
eral rule that the solution of a solid in water is attended by low- 
ering of temperature, but when the principles of solution and 
hydration are considered together it will be seen that there is 
no violation of this rule. A salt deprived of the normal water 
of hydration required for its crystalline form will unite with 
water with great avidity and the energy developed in passing 
from the anhydrous to the crystalline form is almost always ac- 
companied by the production of heat. Similarly, anhydrous 
salts which have a marked affinity for water usually form so- 
dutions marked by development of heat, a good example being 
the heat developed by dissolving potassium hydroxide in a small 
quantity of water. Lithium bromide being a deliquescent salt 
it is quite possible if a proportionately small amount of wa- 
‘ter was poured onto the dry salt in a bottle that considerable 
heat might be evolved; whereas, if a small amount of lithium 
bromide were added to and dissolved in a large amount of water 
the rise in temperature would be too slight to be noticed The 
development of the odor of bromine was probably caused by the 
heat generated by the hydration of the lithium bromide volat- 
ilizing the slight amount of free bromine that might have been 
present as a result of decomposition of the salt by exposure to 
air, etc. It is a fact well known to manufacturing chemists and 
a condition recognized by the Pharmacopceia that it is prac- 
tically impossible to market alkaline bromides and iodides which 
are absolutely chemically pure, and the use of a slight excess of 
-alkaline carbonate is permitted to prevent decomposition. Chem- 
ically pure iodides and bromides of the alkaline metals are 
‘slowly decomposed when exposed to air because part of their 
content of iodine or bromine is displaced by a combinatign of 
the alkaline metal with the carhon dioxide always present, and 
tthe salt will show its decomposition by assuming a yellow or 
brown color. Possibly it was the very purity of the lithium bro- 
mide mentioned that had resulted in the formation of traces of 
‘bromine or hypobromites in it, and of course if such decomposi- 
tion had occurred there would be volatilization of the bromine 
‘by the heat generated by the hydration of the salt. In confirma- 
‘tion of this view our correspondent states that another sample of 
‘lithium bromide when dissolved in water did not afford the un- 
‘usual phenomena mentioned. 


Soap Liniment—Des Moines, Iowa, sends us the follow- 
ing query: “In making U. S. P. soap liniment I proceeded as 
‘directed. Upon adding the alcohol to the warm soap mass I find 
that complete solution takes place, but upon standing a short 
‘time the whole became a jelly-like mass. What is the reason 
‘for this gelatinization?” 


This is one of those difficulties in the preparation of galenicals 
‘which turn up very frequently, especially during the cold 
‘weather, and for which an explanation is asked almost monthly 
in the notes and queries column of some pharmaceuticl journal. 
‘One of the best explanations of this difficulty, together with a 
‘remedy how to avoid same, was given by Otto Raubenheimer, 
‘of Brooklyn, in a paper on The Liniments of the U. S. P., 
‘VIII, which was read before the New York Branch of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, which was published in 
full in the AmeErtcAN Drucoist of April 27, 1908, and also in 
‘other pharmaceutical journals. The following is an abstract of 
Mr. Raubenheimer’s comments on linimentum saponis: 


Soap liniment, or, as it is often called, liquid opodeldoc, is 
a hydroalcoholic liniment, having white castile soap as a base. 
It is pleasant to use and can be readily washed off. With the 
exception, perhaps, of camphorated oil, it is used more than 
any other liniment. 
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and of 1880 ordered the soap in shavings to be digested with 
water to form a jelly-like solution, to which was added the 
alcoholic solution of camphor and oil of rosemary. 

The Pharmacopceia of 1890 ordered 70 grammes oi soap in 
fine powder (in place of shavings) to be shaken together with 
camphor and oil of rcsemary and 750 cubic centimeters of alco- 
hol, with the addition of enough water to make 1,000 cubic cen- 
timeters. 

The directions of the United States Pharmacopeeia, VIII, 
are: “Add the soap (60 grammes, dried and granulated) to 200 
cubic centimeters of boiling water, heat the mixture on a water 
bath until a clear, gelatinous mass results. Mix this, while yet 
warm, with 500 cubic centimeters of alcohol, and stir it until 
solution is effected. Dissolve the camphor (45 grammes) and 
oil of rosemary (10 cubic centimeters) in 225 cubic centimeters 
of the alcohol by agitation in a bottle; add this solution to the 
warm soap mixture, mix thoroughly, and, if necessary, add 
enough water to make the product measure 1,000 cubic centi- 
meters. Set it aside in a cool place for twenty-four hours, then 
filter.” 

Although some writers assert that this method of preparing 
the liniment is a great improvement over former methods, Mr. 
Raubenheimer does not agree with them, for the following 
reasons: 

1. It is unnecessary to heat the water and soap to form a 
gelatinous mass. 

2. It is certainly a disadvantage to mix the alcohol with the 
soap solution while yet warm, and also to add the alcoholic 
solution of camphor and oil to the warm soap mixture. as some 
of the alcohol will thereby be vaporized. 

3. Under’ the regulations of the Food and Drugs Commission 
the percentage of absolute alcohol by volume must be stated 
on the labels of the U. S. Pharmacopceia and National Formu- 
lary preparations. This percentage, in case no alcohol is lost 
during the process of preparation, can be easily calculated. For 
example, in soap liniment there is 725 cubic centimenters of 
05 percent. alcohol in 1,000 cubic centimeters, which equals 
72.5—3.6, representing about 69 percent. absolute alcohol, but 
when some of the alcohol is lost by evaporation, as in the 
pharmacopeeial process, the percentage would have to be de- 
termined in the finished product by distillation, etc. 

Soap liniment has caused pharmacists trouble for many years 
back. Almost every month one notices in the notes and queries 
of the different pharmaceutjcal periodicals inquiries regarding 
methods of preventing a deposit in the liniment. It is the soap 
that is the cause of trouble. If soap liniment precipitates when 
it is made according to the pharmacopceial method it is the soap 
that is at fault. Instead of being a pure olive oil soap it is 
perhaps adulterated with tallow or other.animal fat, the stearin 
and palmatin, or, more likely, the sodium stearate and sodium 
palmitate produced from such fats, being insoluble in alcohol or 
rather soluble in hot alcohol and precipitated in the cold. Pure 
castile soap should consist of sodium oleate, with only an inap- 
preciable amount of sodium palmitate. For this reason the 
United States Pharmacopceia orders the finished soap liniment 
to be put in a coo! place for twenty-four hours, and afterwards 
filtered. 

After experimenting for years with different brands of castile 
soap, Mr. Raubenheimer came across a Spanish soap that is 
made by a cold process. It is molded into hard cakes, which 
contain much less moisture than the Italian soaps. Upon inquiry 
he found that this soap is manufactured in Spain from a pure 
olive oil; not an old rancid oil, but an olive oil good enough 
for table use, without any admixture of other vegetable or ani- 
mal oils or fats. 

Mr. Raubenheimer’s quick and easy method for preparing 
soap liniment from it is as follows: The dry soap (60 grammes) 
is grated with a grating iron, and the grated soap, camphor, oil 


The United States Pharmacopceia of 1870 of rosemary and alcohol are shaken together, whereby all the 
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camphor and part of the soap are dissolved. The water (enough 
to make 1,000 cubic centimeters) is then added and the mixture 
again shaken two or three times when the liniment is finished, it 
being so clear as not to need filtering. It will not precipitate, 
even if kept in the cellar in the winter at a temperature of 
40° F. 

Sodium Cacodylate and Salvarsan.—P. D. C. inquires as 
to the difference between sodium cacodylate and salvarsan and 
asks an explanation of their properties. Sodium cacodylate is 
the trade name for sodium dimethylarsenate, an amorphous white 
powder soluble in water. It is used in place of alkaline salts of 
arsenic because much less toxic, the dose being from 1% to 2 
grains three times daily. Salvarsan is dioxydiaminoarsenobenzol 
hydrochloride, another organic synthetic salt containing arsenic, 
which is the result of long study and experimentation by its 
maker, Professor Ehrlich, in the search for an arsenical com- 
pound that would destroy parasites (spirochete) in the blood 
of a living animal without being toxic to the animal itself in 
the doses required. Chémically the chief difference between 
sodium cacodylate and salvarsan, to use its short title, is that in 
the latter a complex molecule has been built up by synthesis 
combining various organic radicles with arsenic, the arsenic 
being so linked with these radicles that the compound is practi- 
cally undecomposable by ordinary bodily secretions and fluids, 
and hence is non-toxic in large doses, while the former is much 
simpler in molecular composition and liberates its arsenic more 
easily. The theory of the action of salvarsan is that certain 
parasites, the spirochete of syphilis, have a special affinity for 
arsenic and therefore when present in the blood and tissues of 
the body will split up the salvarsan molecule and liberate arsenic 
in toxic form within their own cells, which destroys their life. 
Sodium cacodylate is an early form of arsenical preparations in 
which it was sought to modify the toxic action of arsenic by 
building up a molecule containing arsenic linked with an organic 
radicle, such as methyl in the cacodylates, and yet retain certain 
therapeutical effects of this element. The two substances named 
are widely different in composition and action and possess only 
one thing in common, the combination of arsenic with organic 
radicles. A full explanation of the action of salvarsan was 
printed in the AMERICAN Druccist for February 27, page 103. 


Medicated Nest Eggs.—F. L. R., Pittsburgh, Pa., sends a 
blue print of a nest egg to be placed in the nest of setting hens 
from which formaldehyde gas will be liberated slowly by the 
animal heat of the fowls, and asks suggestions as to the best sub- 
stance to be used for this purpose. The idea is that the slowly 
evolved formaldehyde will destroy vermin on the fowls and 
nests. We doubt if this can be done without affecting the fowls 
themselves. Parasitic insects are very tenacious of life and such 
varieties as infest fowls and animals require drastic means for 
removal and destruction, and the eggs of such insects are even 
more difficult to render lifeless. It is very doubtful if enough 
formaldehyde to destroy vermin on the bodies of fowls could 
be employed without affecting the fowls themselves by such 
method as this, and unless enough were used to penetrate 
through the feathers to the skin and hiding place of the insects 
it would be of little value. This query was referred to an ex- 
perienced chicken breeder, and that is his opinion. However, 
practical tests are the only way to settle such a question, and if our 
querist desires to make such trials it is easy to suggest chemicals 
that will liberate disinfectant gases in the manner described. 
Perhaps the best means for obtaining a slow and constant libera- 
tion of formaldehyde gas from a nest egg, as described, would 
be to fill it with the solid modification of formaldehyde known as 
para-formaldehyde; this is converted to the gaseous form by 
heat and is widely employed as the active ingredient of so-called 
disinfectant candles. If a hollow egg-shaped container were 
filed with this, best in rather coarse powder, and put into the 
nest of a setting hen the heat of her body would cause slow 
modification of the solid paraformaldehyde and change it to 


gaseous formaldehyde. As the temperature of fowls, birds, etc., 
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is much higher than that of most animals this might prove ef- 
fective, as the solid form of formaldehyde is slowly changed to 
the gaseous even at ordinary temperatures. 

Oil of Eugenia Apiculata——A drug much used among the 
natives of Chili for various intestinal and pulmonary affections 
is known locally as “arrayan.” Tunmann (Pharm. Zentralbl. 
1909, 887) states that this drug consists of the young leaves, 
about 15 mm. long and 10 mm. broad, of a small tree, of the 
family of the Myrtaceae, Eugenia apiculata. In addition to the 
glucoside tanning principle, the leaves contain an essential oil, 
to which their medicinal properties are specially attributed. It 
is stated in the Semi-Annual Report of Schimmel & Co. (Oc- 
tober, 1911) that they obtained from a parcel of these leaves 
1.27 percent. of a brown oil, with an odor resembling that of 
the oil of myrtle, and possessing the following constants: d 15° 
0,8920, a D-*12° 40’, n D 20° 1,47821, acid no. 5.5, ester no. 25.8, 
ester no. after acetylation 65.3, soluble in 0.5 volumes and more 
of 90 percent. alcohol, paraffin being separated out when the so- 
lution is diluted. The oil is not soluble in 10 volumes of 80 
percent. alcohol. 

Meliatin a New Glucoside from Clover.—Bridel states 
that from the Menyanthes trifoliata, a varietty of clover which 
has long been in use as a household remedy, he has been able 
to isolate a glucoside (Bull. Commercial, October, 1911). This 
glucoside, which he has called meliatin, is a crystalline body, 
white, inodorous, and having a very pronounced taste, which 
only develops after a few seconds in the mouth. It crystallizes 
in the anhydrous form from either absolute alcohol or water. 
In aqueous solution it is levorotatory. It does not reduce Feh- 
ling’s solution and is not precipitated by either gallic or tannic 
acid. It is hydrolyzed by emulsine, 49 percent. of sugar being 
produced in the fermentation experiment carried out by the au- 
thor. Analysis showed the constitution to be C,;H..Oy. 


Ergoxantkin is a body isolated from ergot by Wenzell 
(Ztschr. d. Allg. Gster. Ap. Vereins, 1911, 100). It is a stable, 
amorphous, orange-yellow substance which is readily soluble in 
alcohol or ether, but insoluble in water or chloroform. The 
alcoholic solution does not redden litmus paper, but mixed with 
aqueous solutions of alkalies forms a blood red compound. It 
is colored a dark orange red by concentrated nitric acid. The 
alcoholic solution takes on an orange color with lead acetate. It 
is not precipitated by borium chloride. Ergoxanthin is said to 
exert a very noticeable effect upon the blood pressure. 


For Sea-Sickness.—Veronal is a well known remedy for 
sea-sickness, but like all medications given by mouth in this 
malady it is frequently unsuccessful because it is immediately 
rejected by the stomach. Citron (Berlin. Klin. Wochenscher., 
1911, 1646) suggests that the drug be adminstered by rectum, 
using the sodium salt because of its greater solubility. With 
a dosage of 0.5 gm. he observed quite prompt and: very satisfac- 


tory results. 


The Acids in Honey were the subject of a communication 
by Heiduschka before the Eighty-third Session of the Deutscher 
Naturforscher und Aerzte. In 100 Gm. of honey he found an 
average of 0.0225 Gm, of lactic acid and 0.0019 Gm. of malic acid. 
Oxalic acid was present in traces only. Acetic acid could not 
be identified with certainty. Free acids from the wax or other 
free higher fatty acids were present in traces only. 


A New Reaction of Veronal—.A\fter a review of the va- 
rious tests which have been recommended for the recognition of 
veronal, Jorrisen (L’Union Pharm., October, 1911) suggests the 
following simple procedure: One part of veronal is triturated 
with five parts of calcium oxide. Several centigrams of such a 
mixture, recently prepared, is then heated over a small flame on 
As the fumes which are given off ignite in 
The flame

the flame, the powder takes on a cinnabar red color. 
is then blown out and the residue allowed to cool, when it is seen 
to have retained the red color.

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HOW ONE DRUGGIST GOT AHEAD 
By Feitx J. Kocw, 
Cincinnati, 
WAS bound southward, toward Panama, when [ met him, on 
one of the fruit steamers, a quiet, unassuming fellow, but 
evidently. a man of means. As we were bound for Colon, both 
of us, conversation ripened, until it reached a stage of intimacy, 
and he confided that he was a druggist, and that at present was 
possessed of a number of stores in his home city, 

{ expressed wonderment that one so young should have ac- 
complished so much, and he explained: 

“I got my start through an idea which doesn’t seem to have 
occurred to any one before me, and that, briefly, was this: 
Scarcely a home but has its medicine chest, medicine closet or 
whatsoever you may choose to dub it. Formerly it was just the 
space under the bathroom wash stand. Later there came to be 
a hanging cupboard on the wall. After that, then, it meant a 
little four-shelf affair inserted in the wall just over the wash 
basin and hidden by a door whose front a mirror adorned. 

“But, whatsoever there was inside, it was a most motley array. 
Castor oil and liniments, calomel and perhaps a half-finished bot- 
tle of citrate of magnesia; pilis for this and that and the other: 
prescriptions which the patient would never again have use for, 
and, if he did, the physician would never guess there was such 
stuff in the house, and so write out the prescription anew, only 
to be filled by the equally innocent householder. 

“Now, here was my point of attack. 

“T secured from the local academy of medicine a list of all 
the physicians in town. Then, by return postcard, I made an 
appointment with each for such time as would not conflict with 
their office hours nor yet their visitings. By arranging these in 
schedule I could reach a great many in a day. Temporarily I 
put my store in charge of a young graduate of the pharmaceutical 
college who was just out of school and glad of the practice, 

“Now, when I approached the doctor I promised him, first of 
all, a good commission on the actual sale. Then I requested 
that he give me a list of all his patients and permission to use 
his name to them. This done, I would ‘get on the telephone’ 
the wife, if possible, and hence the head of the household. 

“Mrs. Smith speaking?’ I would ask. 

<< “Vea,” 

“Mrs, Smith, Dr. Killem has suggested that I call on you 
in regard to a little matter about the medicines you have in the 
house. He thinks it rather important, and if you can set a time 
convenient for us, it won’t take me very long.’ 

“Mrs, Smith believes implicitly in Dr. Killem, as what house- 
wife does not believe in the family doctor. [f she didn’t there 
would be a change in the family doctors shortly. She is most 
gratified that the doctor should have thought of her in any con- 
nection when not actually called into service by her, and she sets 


the time. I come, with a neat pad and my visiting card. I ask 
to be shown the family supply of medicine. 
“Nine times out of ten this brought confusion. There is 


such motley disorder there—in even the best regulated houses 
such odd nooks are reserved for these—milady is rather ashamed 
to show them. Gently I waive the point as follows: 

“*Well, it isn’t absolutely important that I see them, only, you 
see, the physicians are coming to believe that if every household 








had in the house certain medicines, at all times, it would save 
many a dollar in doctor bills, as it saves the doctor many an 
hour’s weary walking or riding and waiting, as well as sparing 
you the run to the drug store after he gets there. So your doc- 
tor has suggested that we look over the stock of his patients and 
see how near you come to having the following. They are all 
simple things, of course, but in the course of the year things 
every family will need and that are as well off in your closets 
bought from a house of standing, as if called for suddenly at the 
nearest drug store.’ Then we would run over a list of perhaps 
fifty such current staples. Some they had, most they hadn’t. 
We checked off the latter. 

“Then I made an offer, first for that they hadn’t, each in a 
bottle of uniform size, properly labelled, glass stopper and so 
on. After that for the entire series, in the same way. And then, 
when they saw they had no room to put it, for a neat medicine 
cabinet containing them all. 

“Now I am not doing business with you, sol tell you honestly 
we gave them their money’s worth. We made a fair profit, of 
course, but no more than the druggist would have made had 
they purchased individually of him. Only we did it in quantities, 
you see. We bought in big lots, and we sold in small doses, and 
what was more, we established a trade. 

“Half-way down in each bottle was inserted a thin glass vial, 
so weighted that it would stand upright in fluid or powder, bear- 
ing a label which read: 





NOW !S THE TIME 
TO ORDER ANOTHER SUPPLY 
| 

“Of course we underbid all others in town on it. We kept 
the physicians with us, because we sold first-class goods only. 
We allowed them percentage, not alone on the goods in the first 
case, but on subsequent orders of new customers. Then, as 
occasion required, we donated liberally to charitable institutions 
of every sort requiring drugs. It has made for us the largest 
business in our State—if I do say it myself, as shouldn’t. And 

we're growing every day.” 








Back to the Old Channels of Trade 

According to Drug Topics, financial journals are comment- 
ing on the fact that the direct-to-the-consumer method of mer- 
handising seems to have reached its zenith, and that there is set- 
ting in a slow but steady return to the older and more stable 
methods of former years. Manufacturers are finding out that 
the jobber and the retailer are more of a necessity than was 
realized during the period of enormous expansion through which 
we have just passed. Distribution can be secured by the manu- 
facturer directly, it is true, but the cost is far greater than when 
the jobber and retailer are both utilized. The chain stores and 
the mail order houses will last for some time yet to come, pos- 
sibly for all time, but their activities will be by no means so 
pronounced in future, and the retailer who is wide awake and 
makes quality his watchword will find in the next ten years or 
so that his era has come. People today more and more want 
quality and expert service, and this can best be obtained through 
well equipped, well managed retail stores.

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Economizing Space in the Drug Store 


Higher Rent the Penalty of Success—One Disadvantage of Apparent Prosperity—Economizing 
Space—The Gallery a Great Help—The Wall Cases in Duplicate—Passage Way 
Behind More Than Doubles Shelf Room 


ALTIMORE, December 10.—The druggist in a large city, 
with high rents and expensive locations, apart from the 
question of eligibility of location, is often confronted by the prob- 
lem of space. He is constantly facing the possibility or proba- 
bility, unless he is under a long lease, of having his rent 
advanced if he shows unmistakable signs of prosperity, the pro- 
prietor of the building philanthropically attributing the druggist’s 
prosperity not to his own ability and good business management, 
but to the value of the premises and to the increasing worth of 
the particular site. Even without the prospect of having his rent 
raised, the pharmacist is put to it to make both ends meet. He 
is compelled to lay aside a large sum every month for the lease 
of the building before he can think of anything else, and he is 
thus prompted by the exigencies of the situation to economize. 
In some respects the most eligible locations are in sections 
of cities where traffic is heaviest and where passersby can be 


problem, and they have felt impelled to invent still further 
means of storage for the increased stocks which their expanding 
trade called for. With only a moderate sized storeroom and a 
cellar available, it is a difficult matter to so arrange goods as to 
afford the requisite display and yet have everything on hand 
which is likely to be called for. In this emergency one of the 
Baltimore firms, that of Morgan & Millard, hit upon the idea 
of moving the wall cases out some four feet from the walls and 
having erected behind them, against the walls, other shelving to 
serve as the storage place for the overflow. These rear cases 
need not be expensive, since only the upper portion shows from 
behind the more ornate original cases. Between the two-there is 
a passageway from 22 to 24 inches, and the floor space is not 
greatly contracted. Morgan & Millard estimate that by this 
means they gained another third of the original storage space, 
while of course, their rent remains the same. The rear cases

attracted in practically unlimited number. There also, rents are 
highest and space becomes most valuable. The druggist who 
would venture in the downtown section, therefore, must plan to 
do much in a contracted space and he is continually put to it to 
devise ways and means of adding to his stocks without at the 
same time overcrowding or spreading out. 

One very practical way that has been found to solve the space 
problem without getting additional room is by means of the 
shelving which extends to the ceiling or closely under it, instead 
of only two-thirds of the way, and which makes of the shelving 
virtually two sections witha gallery. The less frequently called for 
goods or surplus stock can be put away there without in the least 
embarrassing the store force or leaving the goods in such shape 
that they cannot be conveniently got at. By means of the gallery 
system the capacity of a store is increased perhaps a third, and 
the only drawback attached to the arrangement is that the clerk 
must do some climbing if he wants to bring down surplus or 
duplicate stock. The goods called for most frequently, of course, 
are so placed as to obviate the climb, the matter of storage being 
entirely regulated by consideration of service. 

But even with this plan in use, not a few druggists have 
found themselves again confronted in course of time by the old 


enable the firm to add largely to its stock and put it in position 
better than ever to meet the multiplied wants of its patrons. 

The cases against the windows on the Baltimore street front, 
of course, have their ornate side toward the street and open at 
the back, so that displays of goods may be made and changed at 
short intervals. As there are transoms over the windows, the 
cases do not on that side extend to the ceiling, but only two- 
thirds of the way, to the lower edge of the transoms. 

Additional space is also gained in the prescription department 
by having niches or alcoves, somewhat after the pattern of a 
Greek border, lined with shelving, which gives at least double the 
room a straight case would afford. The store, in fact, is a per- 
fect model of compactness and much ingenuity has been dis- 
played in the solution of the space problem presented. The 
diagram printed in this connection shows instructively the divi- 
sion of the floor space. 

The list of articles which a progressive pharmacy finds it ad- 
vantageous to keep is steadily being augmented, and the method 
employed by Morgan & Millard will be found to possess impor- 
tant advantages for pharmacists who are “up against it” with 
regard to space. The example set by this firm makes possible 
an orderly array of goods and averts all confusion, and it stands 
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in marked contrast to the method of a West Baltimore druggist, 
now dead, whose store presented the unique spectacle of goods 
being thrown all in a heap on the floor in seemingly inextricable 
mix-up. Behind the counters conditions appeared to be much the 
same. But this pharmacist evidently had a method all his own, 
for no matter what a customer might ask for, the proprietor 
would dive,into the pile at some point and invariably extract in 
short order the very thing demanded. It was worth one’s while 
to witness the feat of memory and of location.

This sort of advertising 
will sell few goods, and the most that is necessary to say regard- 
ing it is that if the reader will compare 4t with the Christmas 
ads of the stores that push the holiday trade as the jewelers and 
department stores do, he will see how futile it is when run in 
direct competition with them. 

Among other late selling goods for the holidays are material 
for decorating the home and wrapping material for putting up 
parcels in the up-to-date Christmas way. The Nutter Drug 
Store ad is a hint along this line, though it does not go suffi- 
ciently into detail. 

There is a good sale for white and red tissue paper at this 
season. Holly papers sell well, and holly decorated crepe paper 
napkins will sell’in large quantities if a box is set out in sight 
with a card on them. 

Also, a box or basket of balls of red twine on the counter 
will sell enough to pay for store’s wrapping twine for a long 
while. All the crepe paper goods made for Christmas should be 
given good display in the last days. Such things sell themselves, 
end the profits on them is in the nature of velvet, because the 
average dealer hasn’t counted on making money on that kind of 
stock.

“Net 60, 2-10.” This means 
that for the use of the amount 
represented by the bill for the 
period of 50 days the whole- 
saler ts willing to pay the re- 
tailer 2 percent., and a full 
year being over 7 times as long 
as 50 days, is it not obvious 
that the cash discount offered 
represents a concession equivalent to interest at the rate of 14 





percent., or more, per annum. 

Again, the terms “Net 30, I percent. 10 days” represent an- 
nual interest at the rate of 18 percent. In this case the whole- 
saler is willing to pay the retailer 1 percent. for the use of the 
amount involved in the bill for 20 days. Twenty days being 
just about one-eighteenth of the 365 days that make up a year, 
the retailer, on paying the bill within 10 days, obtains the equiv- 
alent of a yearly interest rate of 18 times 1 percent. 

Accurate discounting of bills not only brings the retailer a 
direct reduction in the cost of his merchandise. It also has a 
direct and advantageous influence on his credit. More, it 
brings the retailer into the best kind of relations with the whole- 
salers from whom he buys. Those retailers who do a charge 
business know how natural it is to give special attention or con- 
cessions to customers who are known to be prompt pay. And, 
naturally, the wholesaler feels the same way in regard to those 
among his customers who by discounting their bills, show they 
are up-to-date and reliable. Moreover, this is a safeguard 
egainst overestimating profits because of surplus cash. 
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HOW TO PREPARE HOT SODA SYRUPS 


Also Numerous Recipes for Making Heating, Delicious 
and Nourishing Beverages from These Syrups—Sev- 
eral Attractive Bouillons and Broths Also Described 





I primal importance in preparing for and meeting the con- 

stantly increasing demand for hot soda beverages this fall 
and winter is the careful and proper concocting of coffee, choco- 
late and such syrups as are the principal ingredients in the 
drinks which warm, stimulate and nourish frost-nipped and 
shivering patrons. 

Though for many years the majority of druggists who have 
made a success of their hot soda business have been inclined to 
pay more attention to their chocolate drinks, boutllons and 
broths than to coffee, which they have deemed to be more fit- 
tingly dispensed in restaurants and quick lunch places, it has 
lately been realized that a highly lucrative trade may also be 
built up in this last mentioned beverage, which is most popular 
in every American home. In order to create a brisk demand 
for coffee, as served at the soda fountain, however, it must be 
prepared so temptingly and deliciously as to surpass that which 
can be made by the consumers in their own homes. In com- 
bination with cream, milk and eggs, coffee preparations should 
stand first and foremost in the list of hot soda drinks. The 
means of making surpassing coffee syrup is therefore one of 
the first things which the hot soda dispenser should consider 
and study. Coffee may, of course, be served hot from regula- 
tion coffee urns, but in many drug stores the coffee syrup is 
preferred. 

In the preparation of coffee syrup it has been found from 
long experience in serving discriminating patrons that three 
parts of Mocha to one part of Java make the best mixture. 
This coffee will cost the dispenser about forty cents a pound, 
but will prove a big money maker. Coffee which has been espe- 
cially well browned in roasting is most desirable for making 
coffee syrup. 

In making coffee syrup according to the cold process, the 
coffee berries should be pulverized, not ground, for the coffee 
powder yields more of the fragrant and delicious finished 
product than the coarsely ground beans. To produce the coffee 
syrup cold moisten with cold water and pack in a glass per- 
colator one pound of pulverized coffee. Place a plug of cot- 
ton at the bottom of the percolator and close with a cork. Atop 
the coffee powder place a piece of filter paper and a glass 
weight to prevent it from floating. Adda gallon of water and allow 
the mixture to macerate for two hours. Then remove the cork 
and let the contents drip slawly into a glass or china receptacle. 


After about a quart has dripped through pour this liquid back 
into the top of the percolator and continue the percolation. 
After all the liquid has nearly stopped dripping discontinue the 
process. Do not allow it to drip until it is entirely dry, as 
the last dregs will make the entire lot bitter. There should 
then be added to the liquid thus obtained, which should be a lit- 
tle less than a gallon, ten pounds of suga The syrup should 
be stirred with a wooden spoon or paddle until the sugar is all 
dissolved. This syrup should be kept in a cool place until used. 
This will make one pint less than two gallons.

Hot Process Coffee Syrup 

To make coffee syrup by the hot process take one pound of 
coffee beans, ground medium fine, and place it in a canvas bag 
made with tags by which it may be suspended. Then place a 
stone crock underneath. Pour over this coffee a gallon of boil 
ing water, pouring back the first quart which runs through. As 
soon as the water is practically all through, remove the crock 
Carefully avoid letting the last drippings enter the crock, as 
these will be very bitter and will spoil the taste of the remainder 
of the liquid. Ten, pounds of granulated sugar should then be 
stirred into the coffee liquid, and when all is dissolved the coffee 
syrup is ready. 

The coffee syrup thus. made, either the hot or cold 
process, may be used to serve in plain coffee drinks or in the

preparation of hot coffee and milk, hot coffee and egg, hot cof- 
fee, egg and milk, and in hot coffee and malted milk. In mak- 
ing a plain coffee drink from the syrup two ounces of the coffee 
syrup should be used and the remainder of an eight-ounce mug 
should be filled with hot water. Whipped cream should be used 
to top the beverage. In making coffee and milk pour into an 
eight-ounce mug two ounces of coffee syrup and fill the glass 
with hot milk. Then top the beverage with whipped cream. 

In the preparation of coffee and egg break an egg into an 
eight-ounce mug and add two ounces of coffee syrup and an 
ounce of sweet cream. Fill the mug with hot water. Great 
care should be exercised in using eggs in any hot soda bever- 
age, for, if they are not well beaten, as the hot water is added 
they will become boiled by the hot water and the coagulated 
albumen will form strings. 

Coffee, Egg and Milk 


Break an egg into a shaker and add two ounces of coffee 
syrup and an ounce of sweet cream. Then pour into the mug 
and fill with hot milk, beating the egg well while hot water is 
being introduced. 

Coffee and Malted Milk 


Shake together two ounces of coffee syrup, an egg, two tea- 
spoonfuls of malted milk powder and pour into a mug. Then 
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add hot milk sufficient to fill the mug. Top the drink with HOT SODA CARDS 
whipped cream and grated nutmeg and serve with a straw, if de- By We.

MATERIA MEDICA AND BOTANY 


Asked by the Alabama Board 

1. Give the Latin name of the following and their habitat: 
(a) Boneset, (b) wahoo, (c) rhatany, (d) black cohosh. (€) 
buchu, (f) cotton. 

Answer: (a) Eupatorium, habitat North America; (b) 
euonymus, habitat North America; (c) krameria, habitat Peru, 
Bolivia, Venezuela and Brazil; (d) cimicifuga, habitat Eastern 
and Central North America; (e) buchu, habitat South Africa; 
(f) gossypium, habitat Southern United States. 

2. Give the names of (a) two vegetable drugs, (b) two ani- 
mal and (c) two mineral drugs. 

Answer: (a) Aconite and belladonna; (b) cantharides and 
cochineal; (c) borax and kaolin. 

3. Name five official drugs which are astringent. 

Answer: Tannic acid, or acidum tannicum; nutgall. or galla; 
rhatany, or krameria; white oak, or quercus; and kino. 

Asked by the Indiana Board 

4. (a) What is ergot? (b) What are its medicinal uses? 
(c) What are its active constituents? 

Answer: (a) Ergot is the sclerotium of claviceps purpurea 
(class fungi) replacing the grain of rye. (b) For the contrac- 
tion of dilated bloodvessels and for the contraction of muscular 
tissues, thus being a specific for stopping hemorrhage. (c) The 
most important and active constituent is cornutin, besides that 
the alkaloid ecboline and ergotinic acid. The present state of 
the chemistry of ergot is still very undeveloped. 

5. (a) What is lycopodium, and what is its principal use? 
(b) What is adeps lane hydrosum and what are its principal 
uses? : 

Answer: (a) The spores of Lycopodium Clavatum Linné and 
other species of Lycopodium (family Lycopodiacez) ; its prin- 
cipal use in medicine is as a dusting powder, especially as an 
infant powder, and also for dusting pills and suppositories. (b) 
The purified cholestrin fat of the wool of sheep (Ovis Aries, 
Linné, class mammalia, order ruminantia) mixed with an amount 
of water not exceeding 30 percent. Hydrous wool fat is chiefly 
used as an ointment base, being readily absorbed and not becom- 
ing rancid. 

6. Give Latin names for (a) buckthorn, (b) carbolic acid, 
(c) witch hazel leaves, (d) pennyroyal, (e) logwood. 

Answer: (a) Frangula, (b) phenol, (c) hamamelidis folia, 
(d) hedeoma, (e) hzmatoxylon.

7. (a) How is camphor obtained? (b) What important 
acid is obtained from amygdala amara? (c) What is rhu- 
barb? (d) To what family does rhubarb belong? 

Answer: (a) Camphor is obtained by distillation of the wood, 
generally of the root and trunk, of the camphor tree, with steam. 
The condensed camphor drained of its oil, camphor oil (not cam- 
phorated oil), constitutes the crude camphor, which is purified 
by sublimation. (b) Hydrocyanic acid. (c) The dried rhizone 
of rheum officinale Baillon, rheum palmatum Linné, and the vari- 
ety tanguticum Meximowicz, or probably other species of rheum, 
grown in China and Thibet, and deprived of most of the bark 
and dried. (d) Polygonacez. 

8. (a) Give botanical name of belladonna. (b) What part 
of the plant is used? (c) Name its active principles. (d) To 
what family does hyoscyamus belong? (e) What are the medi- 
cal properties of the leaves? 

Answer: (a) Atropa Belladonna Linné. (b) The dried 
leaves are official. (c) The alkaloids, atropine, hyoscyamine and 
hyoscine. (d) Solanacee. (e) Mydriatic and nervous sedative. 


9. What acids do we get from fruits? (b) How do we 
obtain potassium bitartrate? (c) State the medical properties 
of veratrum viride. (d) State the dose of tincture of veratrum 
viride. 

Answer: (a) Citric acid, tartaric acid and malic acid. (b) 
The juice of grapes contains potassium bitartrate. During the 
fermentation of grape juice and owing to the formation of alco- 
hol, the crude bitartrate, termed cream of tartar or argols, is de- 
posited in the wine casks. This crude tartar is purified by ex- 
tracting with hot water, filtering through charcoal, and repeated 
recrystallization. (c) Veratrum viride is a powerful sedative to 
the nervous, respiratory and circulatory systems. (d) The aver- 
age dose is r Cc. or 15 minims. 


» TOXICOLOGV AND POSOLOGY 
Asked by the Indiana Board 


1. Name and describe ten chemical salts with which you are 
familiar. State physical appearance, solubility, formula, whether 
acid, normal or double salt, average dose, toxicity and if poison- 
ous name some recognized antidote. 

Answer: (a) Sodium chloride; NaCl; normal salt; soluble 
in about 3 parts of water; white crystalline powder; odorless, 
having a saline taste; average dose about 1 Gm., 15 Gm., as an 
emetic 16 Gm. Not poisonous. 

(b) Mercuric chloride or corrosive sublimate; HgCl,; normal 
salt; heavy eolorless crystals, granules or powder; odorless, hav- 
ing an acrid, metallic taste; soluble in about 15 parts of water, 
15 parts of glycerin and 3 parts of alcohol. Average dose, 0.003 
Gm., or 1/20 grain, Very toxic; antidote, albumen and emetics. 

(c) Sodium bicarbonate; NaHCOQO,; acid salt; white, opaque 
powder; odorless, having a cooling and mild alkaline taste; solu- 
ble in.about 12 parts of water, insoluble in alcohol; average dose 
1 Gm., or 15 grains. Not poisonous. 

(d) Potassium bromide; KBr; normal salt; white, cubical 
crystals or a granular powder; odorless and having a strongly 
saline taste; soluble in about 2 parts of water and about 200 parts 
of alcohol. Average dose, 1 Gm., or 15 grains. Not poisonous. 

(e) Bismuth subcarbonate; (BiO).CO,; approximately basic 
salt; white, or yellowish-white, light powder, odorless and taste- 
less; insoluble in water or alcohol, but soluble in hydrochloric 
and nitric acids. Average dose, 0.5 Gm., or 7% grains. Not 
poisonous. 

(f) Magnesium sulphate, or epsom salt; MgSO,; neutral salt; 
small, colorless needle-shaped crystals, odorless and having a cool- 
ing, saline, but bitter taste; soluble in 1 part of water, insoluble 
in alcohol. Average dose, 15 Gm., or % ounce. Not poisonous. 

(g) Lead acetate, or sugar of lead; Pb(C,H,O,),; neutral 
salt; colorless, heavy, white crystals or granules or powder, with 
an acetous odor and a sweet, astringent, afterward metallic, taste; 
soluble in about 2 parts of water and 30 parts of alcohol. Aver- 
age dose, 0.06 Gm., or I grain.. Poisonous; wash out stomach 
with dilute solutions of magnesium sulphate; give potassium 
iodide and milk and then administer purgative. 

(h) Potassium bitartrate, or cream of tartar; KHC,H,O,; acid 
salt; colorless crystals or white, somewhat gritty, powder; odor- 
less, with an acidulous, pleasant taste; soluble in about 200 parts 
of water; insoluble in alcohol. Average dose, 4 Gm, =1 drachm. 
Not poisonous. 

(i) Rochelle salt, or potassium and sodium tartrate; KNaC,- 
H,O,; double salt; colorless, transparent crystals or a white pow- 
dor, odorless and having a cooling saline taste; soluble in about 
2 parts of water, insoluble in alcohol. Average dose, 8 Gm., or 2 
drachms. Not poisonous. 

(j) Copper sulphate, or blue vitriol; CuSO,; normal salt; 
large, transparent, deep blue crystals, or blue granular crystals, 
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odorless and having a nauseous metallic taste; soluble in about 
3 parts of water and 4 parts of glycerin; slightly soluble in alco- 
hol. Average dose as an stringent, 0.01 Gm., or 1/5 grain; as an 
emetic, 0.25 Gm., or 4 grains. Poisonous; empty stomach, give 
milk and albumen freely; also give stimulants, as strychnine or 
caffeine. 

2. (1) Give the recognized average dose of each of the fol- 
lowing: (a) Morphine sulphate, (b) atropine sulphate, (c) 
strychnine sulphate, (d) arsenic trioxide. 


Answer: 0.015 Gm., or 14 grain; 0.0004 Gm., or 1/160 grain; 
0.001 Gm., or 1/60 grain; 0.002 Gm., or 1/30 grain. 

(11) Select any two of these, name the best antidotes, and 
tell how to proceed, in case of an emergency, and before the 
arrival of a physician. 

Answer: (c) Instrychnine or nux vomica poisoning empty the 
stomach and give tannin or vegetable astringents freely, or give 
10 to 30 drops of tincture of iodine and repeat at intervals. Also 
give several doses of chloral and potassium bromide in hot water. 
To control or allay spasms give inhalations of chloroform. 

(d) In arsenical poisoning give at once the U. S. P. antidote, 
ferric hydroxide with magnesia, or, if not ready, give dialyzed 
The stomach should be emptied and washed out with a 
stomach tube. Give demulcent drinks and stimulants. 

. (a) How would you distinguish HgCl, from HgCl?. (b) 
Give pharmacopceial name of each. (c) Is either a-poison? (d) 
If so name it and describe it as to physical appearance, solubil- 
ity in alcohol and water, average dose, character of its poisonous 
action and antidote. 

Answer: (b) HgCl, is corrosive sublimate; its official titles 
are hydrargyri chloridum corrosivum, corrosive mercuric chlo- 
ride. HgCl is calomel; its official titles are hydrargyri chloridum 
mite, mild mercurous chloride. (a) Mercuric chloride is soluble 
in water, alcohol and glycerin, but mercurous chloride is insolu- 
ble in these solvents. When a little mercuric chloride is shaken 
with lime water a yellow mercuric oxide HgC will be formed; 
while mercurous chloride will be changed to the black mercurous 
oxide Hg,O. With ammoniz water a solution of mercuric chlo- 
ride will form a white precipitate, while mercurous chloride will 
be changed to the black mercurous oxide. A solution of potas- 
sium iodide will form a red precipitate of Hg., soluble in excess 
with mercuric chloride, while mercurous chloride is not affected 
by it. A solution of mercuric chloride will form a white precipi- 
tate of AgCl with silver nitrate test solution, while mercurous 
chloride is not affected by it. ) Corrosive sublimate is 
strong poison. (d) Corrosive sublimate occurs as a heavy color- 
less crystals or in white granular crystals or powder, is- odorless 
and has an acrid and persistent metallic taste. It is soluble in 
about 15 parts of water and 3 parts of alcohol. The average 
dose is 3 milligrammes or 1/20 of a grain. Corrosive sublimate, 
as the name indicates, is a corrosive poison, producing violent 
inflammation of the stomach and bowels and kidneys. The best 
antidote is albumen or white of egg or wheat flour and water. 
Give this first and then follow by washing out the stomach or an 
emetic. Morphine and stimulants may be given hypodermically 
if needed.

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The Druggist’s Responsibility 
for Sale of Alcoholic Mixtures 


What Constitutes an Alcoholic Mixture—Rulings of the Internal Revenue Department as to 
Such Sales - The Druggist’s Rights and Restrictions—Distinction Between Alcoholic 
Prescriptions and Prescriptions Containing Alcohol—Internal 
Revenue Laws Affecting Druggists 


ECENT reports from various sections show that there is 
a grave misunderstanding both on the part of retail drug- 
gists and the officials delegated to enforce the internal revenue 
laws as to what constitutes the “sale of liquor” and what restric- 
tions and requirements are to be imposed upon the retail drug- 
gist in filling prescriptions which call for alcohol as an ingredient 
of the prescription. To prevent the embarrassment and annoy- 
ance of the conscientious druggist and to point out the way to 
safety and avoidance of trouble for those who are somewhat 
hazy in their ideas of the duties and responsibilities of the retail 
druggist, the following correspondence and excerpts from the 
rulings of the Treasury Department, through the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, are presented, and it is suggestéd that this 
article be preserved both for present study and for future refer- 
ence in time of doubt. 


To the Commissioner of Internal Revenue from the Editor 
of the American Druggist 


Dear Sir: On September 13 you wrote me regarding the status of 
the druggist who dispensed alcoho] tinctured with extract of witch hazel 
on a physician’s prescription in relation to the special tax as a retail liquor 
dealer, as follows: 

“You are advised that the practical denaturization of alcohol by a 
druggist by the addition of 10 percent. of distilled extract of witch hazel 
is not regarded by this office as authorization by law, and unless such a 


preparation was put up on a bona fide prescription in good faith for 
medicinal use only, the druggist fillihg an order for alcohol by adding 
witch hazel thereto would be liable for s»¢cial tax.” 


Three druggists who in good faith dispensed mixtures of alcoho! and 
witch hazel on the prescriptions of reputable physicians for medicinal use 
have been informed by local collectors that they have infringed the law 
by doing so and that they must take out the retail liquor dealers’ license. 
Will you be kind enough to give a specific ruling on this particular point ? 
What is the minimum proportion of extract of witch hazel which when added 
to alcohol and disnensed in eood faith as medicinal preparations on pre- 


scriptions by reputable physicians may be dispensed by the retail druggi:t 
without subjecting himself to taxation as a retail liquor dealer ? 
The three druggists in question wrote me regarding the matter as 


follows:

of violating the federal laws and would have to take out retailers’ license 


We, of course, thought it unjust and made inquiry as to what the limit 
of the law is that we might stay well within bounds; the officer declared 
he did not know and as yet we are in the dark on that point.” 

2. “We have been filling prescristions for genuine fever patients, 
containing mostly alcohol, mixed with witch hazel, camphor, etc., for bath 
purposes. Mr. Cable, the Revenue Commissioner at Washington, ruled 
recently that any druggist filling a prescription for alcohol mixed with any- 
thing not absolutely dangerous should it be taken internally, regardless 
of intent to use, would be liable to the tax and penalty. 


“The doctors are complaining here. They say they must use alcohol 
baths in some cases of fever and the small amount sold will not justify 
taking out a license.’ 

“In accordance with the custom, I filled a prescription for a negro, 


Joe Jerkins, for a fever patient in his family, consisting of alcohol and 
distilled extract of witch hazel, which was used to s' onge off the skin ot 
the patient after the bath. This prescription was written by Dr. C. A 
Anderson, a regular physician in good and regular standing in this city. 
A few days since a gentleman who said he was a United States detective 
came in and called to see the prescription in question, which I promptly showed 
to him. He then informed me that I must take out a United States 
license for the sale of alcohol and spirits or be subjected to a prosecution 
for violation of the revenue laws. 


“T think that either the law or its interpretation is an outrage. What 
do you think?” ee

To the Editor of the American Druggist from the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 


Sir: This office is in receipt of your letter of the 8th inst., quoting 
from office letter of September 13th in which you were advised that the 
practical denaturization of alcohol by a druggist is not authorized by law, 
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and requesting to be informed as to what is the minimum percent. of 
extract of witch hazel which, when added to alcohol and dispensed in good 
faith as a medicinal preparation on the prescription of a putable physi- 
cian, may be sold by a druggist without payment of special tax as retail 
liquor dealer. 

In reply you are advised that this office does not care to fix any mini- 
mum percent., but prefers to consider each case as it arises On its merits. 
It is disposed to be as liberal as the law will permit in the matter of com- 
pounding prescriptions for bona fide medicinal use, and in cases like those 
referred to in your letter, if the druggist who was advised by local officers 
that he must pay special tax on account of filling such prescriptions will 
present the matter to this office, it will give the case careful consideration 
before making any assessment.

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue in a ruling dated 
June 30, 1909, gave a decision as follows: 

No special tax shall be imposed upon apothecaries as to wine and 
spirituous liquors which they use exclusively in the preparation or making 
up of medicines. Special tax [the tax imposed for licerfse as retail liquor 
dealer—Ep.] is therefore not required of druggists on account of keeping 
on hand distilled spirits or wines for use in the manufacture of National 
Formulary or U. P. compounds or in the compounding of prescriptions, 
provided that the spirits or wine before being sold is compounded with 
drugs sufficient in quality and amount to alter its character and render it 
unsuitable for use as a beverage. 


In the last sentence, “compounded with drugs sufficient in 
amount and quality to alter its character and render it unsuitable 
” lies the crux of the whole matter. When 
does an alcoholic mixture become unsuitable for a beverage? 
The average person will say that it is unsuitable for a beverage 
when it contains some drug or substance that renders it repulsive 
to the taste of persons who have been accustomed to confine 
their consumption of alcoholic beverages to such well known 
liquors as wine, brandy, whiskey, cordials, etc., but to the chronic 
alcoholic nothing is unsuitable if it contains enough alcohol to 


for use as a beverage, 


produce intoxication withoug producing immediately harmful 
effects. Men have been known to satisfy their craving for 


alcohol by use of mixtures that would be repulsive to the normal 
person, such as the use of shellac varnish (a solution of shellac 
gum in alcohol) diluted with water and strained to free the 
liquid from the shellac. Various so caHed bitters and tonics 
have been consumed in enormous quantities in states that have 
prohibition laws, not for their medicinal value but solely for 
their alcoholic effect. Where draw the line? 

In an effort to draw the line between mixtures containing 
alcohol and sold as medicinal preparations properly used as 
remedial agents and others which were bought and used solely 
because of their alcohol content, the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue made the following ruling, under date of July 5. 1910: 
“Special tax will be required for the sale of any of the prepara- 
tions herein named (see accompanying list) even though such 
sales are for medicinal use. The liabilities of dealers for sales 
for medicinal use of any of the preparations marked will, how- 
ever, date from August 1, 1910.” The preparations included in 
the ruling quoted are such as have been found by analysis to 
contain a considerable proportion of alcohol and not sufficient 
medicinal agent to render them unfit for consumption as a bev- 
erage for producing intoxication. 

A more elaborate and definite ruling as to what constituted 
alegholic mixtures is that of T. D. 1251, issued October 12, 
1907, which includes the following articles: “Special tax is re- 
quired for manufacture and sale of alcoholic medicinal com- 
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pounds which are not so medicated as to be unfit for use as a 
beverage and for the manufacture and sale of medicinal cordials, 
flavoring extracts, essences and soda water syrups which con- 
tain alcohol in excess of the quantity necessary to preserve the 
ingredients, extract their properties or cut the oils and hold 
them in solution.” This ruling makes a clear distinction between 
the legitimate use of alcohol in manufacturing medicinal prod- 
ucts, flavoring extracts, perfumes, etc., and its illegitimate use 
in masking it as a cordial or tonic or some such remedial agent. 
A summary of the circular as affecting druggists is here quoted: 


‘Medicinal articles may be manufactured without the payment of tax, . . - 
but this office has ruled that this exemption applies only to bona fide medi- 
cines, those spirituous or fermented alcoholic preparations so charged with 
medicinal agents as to render the compounds non-potable.” This ruling 
classes all compounds containing distilled spirits and not sufficiently medi- 
cated to take them out of the list of beverages as rectified spirits, “because 
they can be used as alcoholic drinks, the same as ordinary spirits, without 
any effect other than that produced by the alcohol contained therein.” 
The same rule applies to essences, extracts, etc., if the amount of alcoho! 
used is in exeess of the amount required to cut the oils and to make a 
solution containing all the active principles of the drug used and if the 
amount of oil or drug used is so small that the product can be used as ar 
alcoholic beverage, then the product must be classed as a compound liquor 
and be taxed as such. 

“This view of the law removes from consideration the question of 
actual intent. The manufacture and sale of a compound liquor are the 
things taxed, and if any question arises it is only that of legal intent.” 


The decision is: 


“If a preparation is put out as a medicinal article but is so prepared 
that the medicinal content is not sufficient to unfit it for use as an alco- 
holic beverage, then under the law it must be subject to the same tax 
as any other compound liquor, and the one who sells such a compound, 
whether with intent to sell as a retail liquor dealer or not, becomes liable 
to the tax. The same reasoning must apply to the sale of other prepara- 
tions, essences, extracts, etc., which may be used as beverages.” 

Summing up: 

“This office (Commissioner cf Internal Revenue) holds that the special 
tax (as retail liquor dealer) is required for the manufacture and sale oi 
alleged medicinal alcoholic compounds, or for the sale of malt extracts 
the drugs used in the manufacture of which are not sufficient in amount 
or character to render the product unfit for use as a beverage, or for the 
sale of essences or extracts in which more alcohol has been used than is 
necessary to dissolve the oils or to preserve the ingredients.” 


This ruling may seem harsh, but on study it will be seen to 
be fair; its intent is to prevent the sale of intoxicating liquors 
disguised as medicines or of so called essences and extracts 
which contain but a small proportion of the flavoring agent and 
an excessive amount of alcohol. No law, human or divine, can 
prevent a chronic alcoholic from using anything that will satisfy 
his craving for alcohol, no matter in what nauseating form it 
may have to be taken, but the law does seek to prevent the 
catering to the alcoholic thirst by means of beverages disguised 
by innocent sounding names. At one time in England there 
was what might be called an epidemic of “cologne drunks,” 
chiefly among women of high social standing, but the druggist 
who sold a customer a bottle of cologne could not be expected to 
know that it would be used as an intoxicant unless frequent 
purchases awoke his suspicions. Unless—that is the point. No 
druggist who sells a medicinal article in good faith need fear 
the law, provided he uses discretion and common sense. 


Druggists Must Pay Rectifiers’ 
Tax for Recovering Alcohol 
The United States Circuit Court of Appeals has handed 
down a decision, following the appeal of Henry K. Wampole 
& Co., Smith, Kline & French Co., and Hance Brothers & 
White, in the matter of recovering spirits used in the manu- 
facture of articles not medicines. While there is no tax imposed 
upon apothecaries as to wines or spirituous liquors used exclu- 
sively in the preparation of medicines, it is contended by the 
court that this exemption does not “embrace one who recovers 
alcohol from a substance with which it has been previously 
mixed,” and who is made liable by this decision to the rectifiers’ 
tax provided under Section 3244 of the Revised Statutes. As 
a result of the decision the United States recovered a judgment 
against the defendants, it being decided that their general busi- 
ness being that of wholesale druggists and manufacturing chem- 
ists, they are liable in the case appealed for the special tax as 
rectifiers of distilled spirits. The court based its decision upon 
the assertion that while the use of spirits in compounding medi- 
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cines is the business of the apothecary, the recovery of spirits 
from the dregs of the vanilla bean or ginger root, for instance, 
is not, and that the exempting clause of the statute pertaining 
to the former does not apply to the latter. 


CO-OPERATIVE CINCINNATI CUTTERS 


Economy Drug Stores Fight Cut Rate Stores on Their 
Own Ground 


Ngee epee Ohio, December 16.—No longer does one 

druggist control the cut rate drug business of Cincinnati. 
The trade that has been slowly but effectively taken from Cin- 
cinnati druggists by reason of the launching of a chain of 
drug stores by one druggist who slashed prices and proclaimed 
to Cincinnati and vicinity that the so called “Drug Trust” must 
be banished, is again returning to these same druggists who 
have combined to get their share of business by meeting the 
“trust buster” on his own battleground. 

Several months ago there suddenly sprung into prominence 
the Economy Drug Company. This company was organized by 
druggists in Cincinnati and vicinity and is conducted on the 
co-operative plan. The initial step taken by the company was 
the establishment of a warehouse at the corner of Canal and 
Walnut streets. Orders were placed for large shipments of 
druggists’ sundries, patents, and, in fact, every article called for 
in a drug store. The buying of large quantities secured for the 
company prices on articles that permitted it to compete with 
the cut rate chain of stores, and with the result of a newspaper 
campaign of advertising the Economy drug stores of Cincin- 
nati and vicinity are no longer permitting the trade to go to 
one druggist, but are again seeing their once lost trade re- 
turning.

Cut of Commission from Twenty to Ten Percent. Brings Clash—Buffalo Druggists Also Fight 
Cut in Commissions—Mass Meeting Adopts Agreement to Support Conference— 
Thirty Percent. Commission Demanded—Druggists Throw Out Phones— 
Booths Dumped in the Street—All Greater New York Stands Firm 


E ke people of France in their struggles against English oppression had 

their Joan of Arc; the druggists of New York in their struggles 
against telephone oppression have their Bertha Reeder. When three hun- 
dred druggists at the mass meeting of the College of Pharmacy were 
asked who would volunteer as personal canvassers for signatures among 
the druggists, the first voice raised was that of Mrs. Gilbert Reeder, whose 
announcement of willingness to make a canvass was greeted with long and 
enthusiastic cheers. An equally hearty greeting was given to George F. 
Phillips when he announced that acting independently and without await- 
ing the action of the Conference he had ordered the Telephone Company 
io take out his five ‘phones, even though they were willing to let them 
stay at his old rate of twenty percent. The retail druggists of New 
York have declared most emphatically that they will not submit to the de- 
mands of the Telephone Company and act as their slaves without pay. 








They will stand firm and they will win. 


HE telephone committee of the New York Pharmaceutical 
Conference, after two prolonged but fruitless conferences 
with the telephone officials, issued a call for a mass meeting of 
the pharmacists to be held Friday evening, December 8, at the 
New York College of Pharmacy. Nearly 300 retail druggists 
were present when the meeting was called to order by William 
C. Anderson as chairman of the telephone committee of the 
conference, who stated the circumstances leading to the call. 
Mr. Anderson was elected chairman of the meeting and Cas- 
well A. Mayo secretary. Hugh Craig compared the Io percent. 
offered the New York druggists with the commission paid in 
other cities, which is 25 to 33% percent. in Philadelphia, 50 
percent. in Kansas City and Chicago, and rates of commission 
ranging between these in various other cities. S. V. B. Swann 
read a letter from R. K. Smither stating that 90 percent. of the 
druggists in Buffalo had declined to accept the terms offered by 
the company and are standing firm, although the telephone 
managers had informed the conference committee that the drug- 
gists of Buffalo had accepted the new terms. George F. Phillips 
stated that he had thrown out his five ‘phones rather than sign 
the new contract and that other druggists in his neighborhood, 
including John S. Jones, had done so. S. L. Neier gave assur- 
ance of the active co-operation of the Retail Druggists’ Pro- 
tective Association of Brooklyn. William Gregorius and others 
spoke with enthusiasm of the objects of the meeting. Caswell 
A. Mayo presented an agreement setting forth that the signers 
would co-operate with the telephone committee of the Pharma- 
ceutical Conference, which was adopted unanimously and signed 
by those present. It is printed on page 70. 

The chairman called for volunteers who would circulate cop- 
ies of this agreement among the retail druggists for signatures, 
and the first to offer was Mrs. Gilbert Reeder, who announced 
that, as the wife of a retail druggist, she was intensely interested 
in the movement and would be glad to canvass for signatures. 
Mrs. A. O. Beck, herself a druggist, then volunteered, and in 
a moment practically every one present had agreed to make 
an active canvass in his own neighborhood to obtain the co- 
operation of his fellow druggists. 


On Saturday morning copies of this agreement were printed 
and distributed to all of the druggists who had been present at 
the mass meeting. Copies were also furnished to the local 
wholesale houses and to the pharmaceutical houses, who gladly 
undertook to circulate them through their local salesmen. As 
a result of this work the secretary of the conference has been 
receiving copies of the signed petition from every quarter, and the 
reports have been uniformly favorable in every respect. Not only 
have individual pharmacists made actual canvasses in their 
neighborhood, but a group of three, composed of J. Leon Las- 
coff, Thomas Latham and P. Jaffe, hired an automobile and 
made a canvass of First avenue from Eighty-third to Forty- 
second, and Lexington avenue from Forty-second to Ninetieth 
street, obtaining the signatures of thirty-nine druggists, repre- 
senting approximately over 100 pay phones. In not a single 
instance did the druggist called on refuse to sign the agreement. 

The work of the telephone committee was also approved at 
the meeting of the New York Branch of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association, held at the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy 
on December 11, and by the Brooklyn Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion on the same date. 

A meeting of the conference committee will be held on Mon- 
day, December 18, to study the results of the canvass and take 
further action. 

Every branch of the retail drug trade seems enthusiastically 
in favor of the program laid out by the conference and there 
is no question but that the telephone officials will realize the 
justice of the demands made and grant them. All that is needed 
is for the drug trade to stand firm. 

Every druggist in the city is urged to render aid in obtain- 
ing signatures to this agreement, copies of which will be fur- 
nished by the secretary upon application.

Kings County Pharmaceutical Society Meeting 


A very interesting meeting of the Kings County Pharmaceu- 
tical Society was held at the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy on 
Tuesday afternoon, December 12, with President C. O. Donden 
in the chair. The treasurer’s report showed that the financial 
condition was excellent, there being a balance of $413.28 in the 
treasury of the society and a balance of $13,811.71 in that of the 
college. The committee on trade matters reported that the prop- 
aganda work has been interrupted owing to the illness of the 
detail man, but that physicians will again be furnished with 
samples of U. S. P. and N. F. preparations during the season. 
The telephone committee reported on the situation and also on 
the mass meeting which was held on December 8 and on the 
resolutions adopted. It was decided not to hold a separate meet- 
ing in Brooklyn but to work hand in hand with all the other 
societies of Greater New York. Alexander Gardner was pres- 
ent as a representative of the Brooklyn Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, and assured the members of the co-operation of his as- 
sociation with the Conference Telephone Committee. Several 
members considered it an injustice on the part of the telephone 
company to discriminate in the charge from Brooklyn to New 
York, which is ten cents in a pay station and only five cents to 
a subscriber. A contribution of $25 was voted to the Pharma- 
ceutical Conference Committee in order to help to pay the ex- 
pense in the telephone matter. Dr. Anderson reported on the 
hearing before the Bureau of Combustibles, by which the phar 
macists were granted more liberty as to the quantity of volatil 
and explosive drugs than was originally proposed. The board 
of trustees presented a resolution of sympathy to be forwarded 
to the family of the late Dr. Muir, which by rising vote was or- 
dered to be engrossed. Otto Raubenheimer, as chairman of the 
Committee on Pharmacy, spoke on the conditions in pharmacy 
in the Brownsville section of East New York, where physicians 
complain that the druggists do not pay enough attention to drugs 
and pharmacy. He also exhibited a book, which has just been 
published, namely, “The Manual of International Pharmacy,” 
which gives synonyms in Latin, English, German, French and 
Italian, also the formulas for a great number of odd prepara- 
tions which are rarely called for. Mr. Raubenheimer also ex- 
hibited and demonstrated the proposed additional preparations 
to the National Formulary, the formulas for which were pub- 
lished on pages 263 and 264 of the November number of the 


AMERICAN Drucoist. ‘These preparations were discussed and 
the general opinion was that the National Formulary Committee 
is to be complimented on these excellent additions. 


Assistant Dean of the Philadelphia College 


Frank X. Moerk, Ph.M., professor of analytical chemistry 
at the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy, has been elected as- 
sistant dean of that institution 
and is now acting in that ca- 
pacity. This is the first tine that 
this position has existed at the 
time-honored institution, and in 
creating it the authorities ac- 
quiesced in the request of Dean 
Joseph P. Remington that he be 
relieved of some of the details of 
administrative work. Professor 
Remington, as chairman of the 
Committee of Revision, U. S. P., 
and editor of the forthcoming 
Ninth Revision, found that the 
responsibility and the work were 
becoming too heavy. The change 
will have no effect upon the edu- 
cational work of either Profes- 
sor Remington or Professor Moerk. Professor Moerk 
graduated from the Philadelphia College of Pharmacy in 1884 
and ever since has been a member of the faculty of the insti- 
tution. Professor Remington has been dean of the institution 
since 1893.

and chairman of the local (Philadelphia) committee, made a 
report which should interest every telephone employee in our 
company. 

As stated in the September 25 issue of the American Druc- 
GIST AND PHARMACEUTICAL RecorpD, Mr. Reese said that the rela- 
tions between the pharmacists and the companies in Philadelphia 
are most harmonious and that it is a pleasant duty to act as 
spokesman for the pharmacists in such circumstances. He ex- 
plained that there are two telephone companies in Philadelphia, 
one of which does about 85 percent. of the business. During 
the past eighteen months the Bell Company has spent over 
$40,000 in putting in improved installations in the drug stores 
of the city. Further, Mr. Reese showed what has been done in 
Philadelphia toward increasing the telephone business originating 
in drug stores. In ten cases where additional inside booths have 
been installed the monthly receipts have increased from 53 per- 
cent. to 117 percent.! Also in ten cases where window booths 
have been installed—booths located in the large store show 
windows—the monthly receipts have increased an average of 
104 percent.! The latter is more surprising, inasmuch as many 
of these stores already had booths in less conspicuous locations. 

The enthusiasm among those proprietors who have had win- 
dow or other booths installed is rather surprising to telephone 
representatives who have interviewed them.

PHARMACOPOEIAL DISCUSSION 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


Issuance of Supplement Proposed—Further Changes in 
Admissions and Deletions—Importance of Physical 
Constants 


HILADELPHIA, December 6.—The issuing of a supplement 

or a bulletin in the future by the Committee of Revision of 

the United States Pharmacopceia at such intervals as may prove 

necessary, was a new and interesting thought presented by the 

chairman of that committee, Prof. Joseph P. Remington, at the 

monthly meeting last evening of the Philadelphia Branch of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 

“The time has gone by,” said Chairman Remington, “when 
we should wait ten years to revise the United States Pharma- 
copeeia, I think the most useful thing to do would be to issue 
a supplement. There is always new and unforeseen conditions 
arising and the committee ought to get out a bulletin of these 
things. A change in nomenclature would be confusing and there 
is no demand for the changing of labels, for that would be too 
hard on manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers. I offer this 
in the form of a suggestion, just something for you to con- 
sider and discuss among yourselves.” 

This was but one of the many interesting points made at the 
meeting. 

Additional weight was lent to the arguments and discussion 
by reason of the fact that besides the chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Revision there were present Vice-Chairman Dr. H. C. 
Wood, Jr., Secretary Charles H. LaWall, Joseph W. England, 
Henry Kraemer and Charles E. Vanderkleed, also members of 
the committee. 

The subject was also discussed by a number of prominent 
representatives of pharmacy, including Christopher Koch, vice- 
president of the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Examining Board; 
Charles H. LaWall, Joseph L. Turner, W. L. Cliffe, O. W. Oster- 
lund, Edward M. Boring and Henry C. Blair. The feature of 
the regular business of the meeting was the adoption of a reso- 
lution calling upon the newspapers to refrain from mentioning 
the character of poison and details as to its effects in published 
accounts of suicides or homicides. 

At the meeting of the Scientific Section of the branch, im- 
mediately preceding, features were a paper by Prof. George H. 
Meeker, dean of the department of pharmaceutical chemistry at 
the Medico-Cirurgical College, and addresses on the Physical 
Constants of the Pharmacopeceia by W. T. Toplis and Dr. J. H. 
Hildebrand, of the University of Pennsylvania. Professor 
Remington emphasized the importance of what had been pre- 
sented by the speakers, particularly at this stage of the work 
of revision. Others who took part in the general discussion 
were Messrs. Stanislaus, Turner, E. Fullerton Cook, England, 
Chairman LaWall and Secretary Ambrose Hunsberger. 

PHILADELPHIA NEWS NOTES 

Richard H. Lackey, a well known pharmacist, marked the 
completion of twenty-three years in the retail drug business by 
entertaining a score of his professional friends at a luncheon 
at the Drug Club on Tuesday evening last.

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Blow Aimed at Proprietary Medicines 


Radical Richardson Amendments Bar Popular Sale of Proprietaries Containing Potent Remedies 
—Production of False Impression of Disease Prohibited—Cosmetics Under the 
Law—Tobacco and Snuff as Drugs—Manufacturers Must Be Phar- 
macists or Physicians—List of Proscribed Drugs Enlarged 


ASHINGTON, December 13.—Representative Richardson, 
of Alabama, who was directed by the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce to prepare a measure de- 
signed to carry into effect the recommendations made by Presi- 
dent Taft last summer with reference to proprietary medicines 
and the making of therapeutic claims on labels concerning the 
curative properties of such medicines, has prepared and offered 
a new bill on the subject. The bill is probably the most impor- 
tant proposition affecting drugs that has been offered in Con- 
gress since the adoption of the food and drugs act itself, and is 
therefore worthy of very careful study as a whole. It reads as 
follows: 


That sections six, seven, and eight of the food and drugs act, approved 
June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and six, be amended as follows: 

Amend section six by inserting after the word “substances” the words 
“or device” and by inserting after the words “or other animals” the words 
“also soda and potash lye; also cosmetics, hair preparations and dyes and 
toilet preparations; also tobacco, snufis, tobacco substitutes and all tobacco 
products,” so that section six shall read as follows: 

“Sec. 6. That the term ‘drug” as used in this act shall include all medi- 
cines and preparations recognized in the United States Pharmacopeia 0} 
National Formulary for internal or external use, and any substance or 
mixture of substances, or device, intended to be used for the cure, mitiga- 
tion, or prevention of disease of either man or other animals; also soda 
and potash lye; also cosmetics, hair preparations and dyes and toilet prepa- 
rations; also tobacco, snuffs, tobacco substitutes and all tobacco products. 
The term ‘food’ as used herein shall include all articles used as food, drink, 
confectionery, or condiment by man or other animals, whether simple, mixed, 
or compound.” 

Amend section seven by changing the word ‘“‘a” to “any” in the phrase 
“is sold under or by a name,” and transfer this amended phrase to the 
second line, immediately following the words ‘‘National Formulary.” 

Add after part second of the section the following: 

“Third. If it contain any methyl alcohol or wood alcohol. 

“Fourth. If any cosmetic, hair preparation or hair dye or toilet pre- 
aration contain any poisonous or deleterious ingredient. f 

“Fifth. If tobacco, snuff, or tobacco products contain any added poi- 
sonous or deleterious ingredient which may render such articlé injurious 
to health; or if any substance has been mixed or packed with these products 
so as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect their quality or strength; 
or if any substance has been substituted in whole or in part for the articles; 
or if they be mixed, colored, powdered, coated, or stained in any way 
whereby damage or inferiority is concealed; or if they consist in whole o1 
in part of filthy, decomposed, or putrid animal or vegetable matter,” so 
that section seven, so far as it relates to drugs, shall read as follows: 

“Sec. 7. That for the purposes of this act an article shall be deemed 
to be adulterated— 

“In the case of drugs— 

“First. If, when a drug recognized in the United States Pharmaco- 
peia or National Formulary is sold under or by any name, it differs from 
the standard of strength, quality, or purity, as determined by the test laic 
down in the United States Pharmacopeia or National Formulary official at 
the time of investigation: Provided, That no drug defined in the United 
States Pharmacopeia or National Formulary shall be deemed to be adul- 
terated under this provision if the standard of strength, quality, or purity 
be plainly stated upon the bottle, box, or other container thereof, althougli 
the standard may differ from that determined by the test laid down in the 
United States Pharmacopceia or National Formulary. 

“Second. If its strength or purity fall below the professed standard 
of quality under which it is sold. 

“Third. If it contain any methyl alcohol or wood alcohol. _ 

“Fourth. If any cosmetic, hair preparation or hair dye or toilet prep- 
aration contain any poisonous or deleterious ingredient. 

“Fifth. If ‘cknace, snuff, or tobacco products contain any added po1- 
sonous or deleterious ingredient which may render such article injurious 
to health; or if any substance has been mixed or packed with these products 
so as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect their quality or strength; 
or if any substance has been substituted in whole or in part for the articles; 
or if they be mixed, colored, powdered, coated, or stained in any way 
whereby damage or inferiority is concealed; or if they consist in whole or 
in part of filthy, decomposed, or putrid animal or vegetable matter.” 

Amend section eight:as follows: 

After the word “food” add “or drugs”; and further amend section 
eight after the words “any particular” by adding the following: ‘‘or wheu 
represented to the public in any way as having any remedial property, or 
if the compounder, manufacturer, or vender thereof is not authorized both 
under the law of the state or community where the article is produced, 
manufactured, or offered for sale, directly to the consumer, to practice 
medicine or pharmacy, or both, as the case may be; or if the label or labels 
or any advertisement, poster, circular, or otherwise, contain any false o1 
misleading claims or representations relative to disease or symptoms of 
disease, to be read or intended to be read by the laity, which are intended 
or calculated to produce in the minds of persons reading them or to whom 
the same may be read, a false impression of the existence of disease in 
their own bodies, or if any statement or expression of opinion concerning 
its physiological, therapeutic, nutritive, or remedial property be made or 
promulgated in any manner so as to deceive or mislead, or which shall 
deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser, or if it be a drug offered for 
sale to the laity, directly or indirectly, which contains any habit-forming 
or deleterious ingredients, to wit, acetanilid, antinyrin, acetphenetidin, an- 


esthesin, alcohol, aspirin, alpha and beta eucain, arsenic, barium salts, car- 
bolic acid, caustic hydroxids, chloroform, chloral, cocaine, creosote, can- 
tharides, croton oil, caffein, cannabis, heroin, holocain, hydrocyanic acid, 
lead salts, morphin, methyl alcohol, mercury salts, novocain, nux vomica, 
orthoform, phenacetin, the phosphides, theobromin, theophyllin, trional, sto- 
vain, strychnine, vernol, yellow phosphorus, cotton root, ergot, pennyroyal, 
rue, Savin, tansy, the poisonous alkaloids, all heart depressants or excitants, 
or any compound or preparation or derivative of any of the foregoing, and 
to any food or drug product which is falsely branded as to the state, terri- 
tory, or country in which it is manufactured or produced.” 

_. After the word “produced” at the end of the first paragraph of section 
eight, further amend section eight by adding the following: 

“All these articles or preparations cr derivatives shall bear a label 
containing not only the name by which they are known, but also the names 
of the parent substances from which they are derived,” so that section 
eight as amended shall read as follows: 

“Sec. 8. That the term ‘misbranded’ as used herein shall apply to all 
drugs or articles of food or articles which enter into the composition ot 
food or drugs, the package or label of which shall bear any statement, de- 
sign, or device regarding such article, or the ingredient or substances con- 
tained therein, which shall be false or misleading in any particular, or when 
represented to the public in any way as having any remedial property, or 
if the compounder, manufacturer, or vender thereof is not authorized both 
under the law of the state or community where the article is produced, 
manufactured, or offered for sale directly to the consumer, to practice 
medicine or pharmacy, or both, as the case may be; or if the label or 
labels or any advertisement, poster, circular, or otherwise, contain any false 
or misleading claims or representations relative to disease or symptoms of 
disease, to be read or intended to be read by the laity, which are intended 
or calculated to produce in the minds of persons reading them or to whom 
the same may. be read, a false impression of the existence of disease in 
their own bodies, or if any statement or expression of opinion concerning 
its physiological, therapeutic, nutritive, or remedial property be made or 
promulgated in any manner so as to deceive or mislead, or which shall 
deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser, or if it be a drug offered for

REGULATING THE IMPORTATION AND SALE OF OPIUM, MORPHINE, COCAINE, COCA, 
THEIR DERIVATIVES AND PREPARATIONS, 
The indiscriminate and promiscuous use’ of opium, morj yhine, cocaine, 


their derivatives and preparations, is recognized as a great menace to the 
public health, The administration of these agents, however, by skillful 
hands contributes much to the relief of pain and ‘suffering. Section 11 
of the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, regulates the importation of 
any drug which is adulterated or misbranded “or is otherwise dangerous 
to the health of the people of the United States, or is of a kind forbidden 
entry into,-or forbidden to be sold or restricted in saie in the country 1n 
which it is made or from which it exported.” Many foreign countries re 
strict the sale and use of these agents rigidly. Most ‘of the states have laws 
regulating the sale and use of these drugs more or less within their borders. 
but interstate transactions cannot be reached with the result that the states’ 
efiorts to stamp out drug addiction are ineffective. This regulation simply 
extends tne system in vogue in most states. For the purpose of co-operation 
with the states, and in order that these drugs may be available for legitimate 
purposes and that their illegitimate use be “curtailed as much as possible, i 
is directed that for every importation of cocaine, whether purified or other- 
wise, its salts or derivatives or preparations thereof, or coca, or any prepara- 
tion or derivative thereof, there shall be filed with the chief or acting chiei 
of the appropriate food and drug inspection laboratory of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, United States Department of Agriculture, at tie time of entry, 
a declaration of the owner or ultimate consignee of the merchandise, in the 
following form:

tions are not intended to be used in such manner as to render them in any 
“dangerous to the health of the people of the United States.” 

(b) The importation of opium or its preparations and derivatives is 
prohibited, except for medicinal purposes, by Act of Congress entitled ““An 
Act to prohibit the Importation and Use of Opium for other than Medicinal 
Purnoses. Approved February 9, 1909.’’ Under this act the Secretary otf 
the Treasury prescribed a regulation governing the filing of deciarations by 
importers of opium, its derivatives and preparations, to the effect that such 
products will not be imported for other than medicinal purposes. This 
regulation shall govern the importation of these products. 

(c) For the purpose of complying with the provisions of the Food 
and Drugs Act, each and every subsequent purchaser or receiver of such 
imported opium, ‘morphine, cocaine, coca, their derivatives or preparations 
thereof, shall be required, except as provided below, to file the followinz 
form of declaration:

(i) The manner of entering opium, its derivatives. or preparations 
and tne minimum size packages containing same is provided for by Treasury 
Decision No. 29657. The entire number of packages of cocaine, purified 
or otherwise, coca, "or any derivative or preparation of such substances 
oftered for importation shall be ordered into the appraiser’s warehouse for 
examination, and no delivery shall be made of cocaine or salts of cocaine, 
either singly or assorted in quantities or packages containing less than 
twenty-five ounces; nor of coca or any preparation made from same in 
quantities or packages containing less than one hundred pounds, nor of 
crude cocaine or any other antecedent used in the manufacture of cocaine 
or salts of cocaine in quantities or packages containing less than ten 
pounds, and then only upon the report of the Bureau of Chemistry as to 
the quality, purity and fitness for medicinal or manufacturing purposes, 
and upon the compliance with all laws and regulations governing importa- 
tions of drugs and medicines. 

(j) The following are the principal products affected by this regulation: 
Opium, eodein, morphine, heroin, dionin, peronin, diacetyl morphine, coca, 
cocaine, their salts and derivatives and any preparation derived from or 
containing any of the before mentioned bodies. 

(k) In order that there may be readily available a complete record 
of all imported drugs, subject to this regulation, and disposition and uses 
to which they are put, all importers, jobbers, wholesalers, retailers, com- 
pounders, dispensers, or other dealers shall report to the Department ot 
Agriculture at Washington, D. C., on the first of January of each year 
the amounts on hand, the amounts imported, purchased or received during 
the year and the disposition and use made thereof.

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CHARLES E. DOHME, 


| gpetorenges December 9.—The death last Thursday 
evening of Charles E. Dohme, president of Sharp & 
Dohme, the widely known manufacturers of pharmaceuticals 
and chemicals used by druggists, at his home, 822 North Car- 
rollton avenue, caused general regret, for Mr. Dohme enjoyed 
a measure of popularity such as few other Baltimore business 
men had, and was held in the highest esteem, not only for his 
scientific attainments, but also for his admirable qualities as a 
citizen and friend. 

Mr. Dohme had been ill for some time, but up to about 
ten days ago he held his own. Then a change came for the 
worse, and for several days before the end he was unconscious. 

Mr. Dohme was an important factor in the commercial life 
of Baltimore. He was identified not only with local industrial 
enterprises, but he took a not less prominent part in the social 
and artistic activities of the community, being a member of one 
of the leading clubs, and patronizing grand opera, literature 
and other arts. 

Mr. Dohme was born in Obernkirchen, Schaumberg, a small 
principality in the northwestern corner of Germany, March 12, 
1843, and came to Baltimore with his parents when only eight 
years of age. He attended one of the leading private schools 
of his day, and after graduation obtained a position in the drug 
store of the late Alpheus P. Sharp. He attended the Maryland 
College of Pharmacy, being graduated with honors, and took 
a place as clerk in a pharmacy in Georgetown, D. C. In a short 
time he returned to Baltimore, and went with Andrews & 
Thompson. He found an opening with Sharp & Dohme, Mr. 
Sharp having meanwhile taken the elder Dohme into partner- 
ship, and in 1866 he acquired an interest in the business. This 
was also the year of his marriage to Miss Ida Schulz, of Bal- 
timore. Taking charge of the laboratory work, Charles FE 
Dohme proceeded to introduce innovations wherever they could 
be applied to advantage. The care bestowed upon the labora- 
tory work resulted in a degree of quality that rapidly won rec- 
ognition of the excellence of the Sharp & Dohme goods. Mr. 
Dohme’s interests grew, but he always centered his attention 
upon the affairs of the firm, which was incorporated some ten 
years ago. 

Mr. Dohme early identified himself with the Maryland Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, in which he held various positions, being 
finally elected president. He took a deep interest in the af- 
fairs of the college and strove to bring about the closest rela- 
tions between the students and the faculty, giving for this pur-

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pose receptions at his handsome home. He was also affiliated 
with the Maryland Pharmaceutical Association, and was 
elected its president. Similar honors came to him in connec- 
tion with the American Pharmaceutical Association, in which 
he served successively as local secretary, second vice-president, 
first vice-president, and president, being elected to the latter 
position in 1898. For twelve years he was a member of the 
Council of the American Pharmaceutical Association, being 
chairman for several years, and in 1900 he was chosen a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the United States Pharma- 
copeeial Convention. On the death of William S. Thompson, in 
1901, Mr. Dohme was elected chairman of the board, and in 
this capacity he assisted in the preparation of the Spanish 
translation of the United States Pharmacopceia for use in 
Latin America, which work has done much to encourage the 
sale of American pharmaceutical products in the Southern re- 
publics. Mr. Dohme was active and resourceful as a writer on 
pharmaceutical topics, having made numerous contributions to 
the literature of the various organizations with which he was 
connected. 

When riches had come to him he traveled extensively. His 
home was a storehouse of art treasures picked up abroad, and 
he also learned to know his own country well. His love of 
music led him to become a member of the Oratorio Society 
in its palmy days, and he also sang for years in the choir of 
Mt. Vernon Place M. E. Church. The catholicity of his tastes 
and his democracy are further indicated by the fact that when 
the proposition was made to organize a drug trade bowling club 
he encouraged the suggestion and had himself enrolled as a 
member, bowling along with others of the team from _ his 
house. 

Mr. Dohme’s urbanity of manner and singlemindedness, his 
utter lack of ostentation and his eminent qualities attracted 
people to him and to many young men he became a mentor and 
guide. His friends are many and his memory will be long 
revered. 

He is survived by his widow and four children—Dr. A. R. 
L. Dohme, of Sharp & Dohme; Miss Adele Dohme, Mrs. Hans 
von Marees of Baltimore, and Mrs. Charles E. Holtzhauer, of 
Newark, N. J. His elder brother, Louis Dohme, died within 
the past year. 

During his four years’ illness Mr. Dohme was unable to 
assume the responsibilities connected with his position in the 
corporation and these duties were therefore assigned to his 
younger business associates, Dr. A. R. L. Dohme, his only son, 
the well known chemist and writer on chemical and pharmaco- 
logical topics, and member of the U. S. P. Revision committee, 
vice president of the corporation; Ernest Stauffen, the secre- 
tary and treasurer, who has been in charge of Sharp & Dohme’s 
general business department for about thirty years and their 
general offices in New York since their establishment at 41 
John street, in 1893, and William A. Sailer, general manager. 
Mr. Dohme’s death will therefore not cause any even temporary 
disturbance of the business.

Dr. William Muir, for forty years one of the most prominent 
and indefatigable workers for the best interests of pharmacy 
in this state, died on November 24 in his home at 365 First street, 
Brooklyn, of a complication of diseases in which pneumonia 
and a cardiac affection were the worst features. 

Dr. Muir was sixty-one years old. He had been a leader in 
the affairs of the National Association of Retail Pharmacists, 
New York State Pharmaceutical Association, New York State 
Board of Pharmacy and in numerous local pharmaceutical or- 
ganizations including the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society 
and New York branches of the A. Ph. A. and N. A. R. D. ever 
since their formation or from an early period in their history. 
In many of these organizations he was a charter member. It is 
doubtful whether any other pharmacist in New York state had 
so wide a personal acquaintance with pharmacists, wholesale 
druggists, manufacturing druggists, proprietors of medicinal 
preparations, editors and publishers of pharmaceutical journals 
and both federal and state legislators as Dr. Muir. He enjoyed 
the high esteem and fond regard of all branches of the phar- 
maceutical profession and drug business throughout the United 
States. 

Dr. Muir was born in Glasgow, Scotland, in July, 1850. Com- 
ing to this country, when eight vears of age, with his parents, 
he made his home in Brooklyn where he obtained an elementary 
education in the public schools. His practical education in 
pharmacy was begun in the drug store of Dr. J. D. Farwell at 
Joralemon and Court streets, Brooklyn. In 1868 he matriculated 
at the New York College of Pharmacy and received his diploma 
from that institution two years later. After graduation, Dr. 
Muir was employed as senior clerk in a store at Broadway 
and Fourth street, New York City, which his former employer, 
Dr. Farwell, had opened. He remained with Dr. Farwell for a 
few years and then accepted a position as chief clerk in the store 
of Charles W. Kitchen, at Fulton and Washington streets, 
Brooklyn. Still later, he entered the employ of William Vin- 
cent, of the same city. In 1884, Dr. Muir opened a store of his 
own at Bedford avenue and South Second street, Brooklyn, and 
in 1886 he moved his business to Broadway and Gates avenue, 
where he remained as proprietor of a successful pharmacy until 
June 14, 1898, when he sold out to Harry Balhizer. As he 
retired from the active practice of pharmacy with a competency, 
Dr. Muir was able to devote all his time to furthering the aims 
of his profession. 
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It was in organization and legislative work for the benefit of 
pharmacy that Dr. Muir became especially well known. He was 
one of the founders of the Alumni Association of the College of 
Pharmacy of the City of New York and his friends have always 
maintained that he was chiefly responsible for the formation of 
the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society. In July, 1879, the 
Brooklyn Board of Pharmacy was organized and Dr. Muir be- 
came a member of this board in 1894 and remained in it until 
the formation of the so called Greater New York Board of 
Pharmacy, at the time of the consolidation of New York, 
Brooklyn, Long Island City and Staten Island, in 1898. When 
the Greater New York Board was replaced by the New York 
State Board of Pharmacy, in 1901, Dr. Muir became a4 member 
of the all-state board and remained in it until August 1, 1910, 
at which time it went out of existence, a year after he had been 
president of that body. Dr. Muir was broken hearted at the 
elimination of this board and the substitution therefor of the 
board which is now appointed by the Regents of the state uni- 
versity. He had been vice-president of the old state board in 
1908 and its president in 1909. 

Though meeting with some opposition in his policy for con- 
ducting the affairs of the Kings County Society and the Brook- 
lyn College of Pharmacy, which is owned by the society, Dr. 
Muir generally had his own way, and, as evidence of the benefit 
which he conferred upon both society and college, it may be 
said that there is no stronger or better organized local pharma- 
ceutical association or college of pharmacy. Largely as a result 
of his labors in behalf of the Brooklyn College, this institution 
received permission from the state legislature in 1897 to grant 
the degree of doctor of pharmacy and, from its humble heginning 
twenty years ago, the college is now a large and flourishing in- 
stitution, owning a handsome building and equipment valued at 
$100,000. Drs Muir himself was one of the first to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity of receiving the degree of Phar.D. from 
the Brooklyn College. 

Dr. Muir became a member of the New York State Pharma- 
ceutical Association in 1896 and was elected president of that 
body in 1898. He was one of the founders of the National As- 
sociation of Retail Druggists and attended every meeting of 
that organization from the time of its launching, in 1898, up to 
the annual meeting of that body last year. He also became a 
member of the American Pharmaceutical Association in 1907, 
and was selected to assist in the raising of money for the Procter 
memorial fund, being placed in charge of the New York territory. 

After attending the annual meeting of the New York State 
Pharmaceutical Association, held in June this year at Thousand 
Islands, Dr. Muir began his customary summer vacation in the 
Catskills. He was in New Hampshire in the following month, 
however, when he became seriously ill and was compelled to 
return to his home in Brooklyn, where he was ill for several 
months before death relieved him from his suffering. 

Funeral services were held first by his Masonic lodge in his 
late residence and later in the Plymouth Church (the old 
Beecher church) in Brooklyn, the services being attended by 
representatives of every pharmaceutical organization in Greater 
New York and by members of the New York State Board of 
Pharmacy from the farthest sections of the state. 

A daughter, Miss Jennie, a brother and a sister survive Dr. 
Muir. His wife died in the summer of 1907. 

THOMAS M. CURTIUS. 

Thomas M. Curtius, a drug broker and commission agent, 
of 5 Platt street, New York, died of pneumonia at his home in 
Tompkinsville, Staten Island, on December 5. Mr. Curtius was 
born in Bremen, Germany, in 1863. After coming to this coun- 
try he associated himself with the firm of Stallman & Fulton, 
in whose employ he remained for over twelve years, after 
which he started in business on his own account. About a year 
ago he purchased the premises at 5 Platt street. A brother 
and a nephew were associated in the business with him and will 
continue to carry it on.

SURGEON-GENERAL 


Pharmacy and the, larger scientific interests connected with 
pharmacy have lost a loyal friend in the death of Surgeon-Gen 
eral Wyman. As head of the Public Health and Marine-Hospital 
Service he was also head of the corps of pharmacists (now 
numbering forty-seven) of this With the decline of 
the American merchant marine the hospital feature of the ser- 
vice, and with it the opportunities for the practice of professional 
pharmacy, have become relatively less, but new possibilities were 
opened up when the Marine Hospital Service was converted into 
the present bureau of public health. One of General Wyman’s first 
actions under the new regime was the enlarzement of the Hy- 
gienic Laboratory and the inclusion in it of a division of phar- 
macology on an equal footing with the other three divisions of 
the laboratory. In this General Wyman wes a pioneer, as he 
was in many other things. The first publication from the Divis- 
ion of Pharmacology related to the United States Pharn.acopceia, 
a work in which General Wyman always took a sympathetic in- 
terest. At the request of the board of trustees of the pharma- 
copeeia, he undertook the compilation of the valuable Digests of 
Comments on the U. S. P.; later, in response to a resolution by 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, he had comments on 
the National Formulary included in these Digests. His interest 
in the U. S. P. was further shown by his having undertaken. 
also at the request of the board of trustees of the U. S. P., 
thorough studies on the solubilities and melting points of phar- 
macopeeial substances. His service has also usually been repre- 
sented on the committee of revision. 

The official standard for diphtheria antitoxin in the United 
States was prepared by his direction and later adopted by the 
U.S. P. He also had prepared an official standard for tetanus 
antitoxin which has heen adopted not only by the United States 
but by some foreign governments and will probably be included 
in the next U. S. P. The law of 1902 placed the control of the 
manufacture and sale in interstate commerce of antitoxins, vac- 
‘ines, etc., under the Public Health and Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice. This law has proved of inestimable value in the protection 
of the people against dangerous preparations of this important 
group of medicinal substances. 

In addition to many communications to scientific journals, 
more than thirty bulletins (containing over 3,000 pages) have 
been issued from the Hygienic Laboratory which are of direct 
nterest to the pharmaceutical and medical professions in the 
dispensing and use of drugs. These publications cover many 
fields—studies of germicides, the physiological assay of drugs. 
research into the pharmacological action of new substances, etc. 
All of this work was carried out with the quiet but sympathetic

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interest and encouragement of General Wyman and it represents 
but a fraction of the work for public health of this dignified 
and devoted official.

The death of H. S. Merrell, vice-president of the J. S. Mer- 
rell Drug Company, November 29, from Bright’s disease, re- 
moves from the St. Louis wholesale drug field a man who has 
been actively identified with the business for over twenty years 
and through whose untiring efforts and correct business methods 
has materially aided in the steady, healthful growth of the J. S.

Druggists’ License for Carrying Explosives 

The Municipal Explosives Commission of the City of New 
York held a meeting on December 8 at Fire Headquarters 
concerning the revised regulations governing the manufacture, 
storage and sale of chemicals and drugs, preliminary to the 
adoption of the new ordinance. The new regulations are very 
strict as regards the buildings to be occupied by wholesale 
druggists for the storage of explosives and inflammable sub- 
stances and comprise also rules affecting the quantity of each 
chemical that will be permitted, and no serious opposition was 
shown toward its adoption. Dr. W. J. Schieffelin, Jacob Weil 
and Donald’ McKesson represented the wholesale druggists at 
the meeting. The drug trade section of the New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation was represented by Thomas P. 
Cook, of the New York Quinine and Chemical Works. These 
gentlemen gave way to the retailers, who were represented by 
W. C. Anderson, C. O. Bigelow, S. V. B. Swann, Dr. George 
C. Diekman, Dr. Leo W. Geissler and Caswell A. Mayo, repre- 
senting the New York Pharmaceutical Conference and the New 
York College of Pharmacy. 

The commissioners consented to materially modify the regu- 
lations as originally drafted for retailers. The most important 
changes were to allow the druggists to carry one barrel each 
of ethyl alcohol, denatured alcohol and wood alcohol, instead of 
5 pounds of the first two and 1 pound of the latter, as originally 
proposed, and to carry a bafrel of camphor instead of a maxi- 
mum of 150 pounds. The original draft of the regulations for- 
hade the druggist from opening any container containing in- 
flammable oils or liquids, which would, of course, have pre- 
vented him from dispensing even alcoholic tinctures. The 
Commission agreed to modify this so as to make it apply only to 
bhenzine and like substances.

Condition of Trade 
New York, December 13, I9I11. 

As the year draws to a close there is a manifest disposition 
on the part of consumers of drugs and chemicals to restrict pur- 
chases to actual current requirements, and consequently the 
market during the period under review has been comparatively 
quiet, with a gradual shrinkage in the aggregate volume of busi- 
ness. The general undertone, however, continues steady, and 
the fact that a large number of articles show advances in prices 
during the month indicates that wholesale dealers, as usual, are 
not inclined to force goods upon reluctant buyers, either through 
the medium of concessions or otherwise. Practically all of the 
changes, whether advances or declines, are due to natural causes, 
chiefly sympathy with primary sources of supply and crop condi- 
tions, although in a few instances competition has been a more 
or less important factor. Opium has moved upward in value 
both here and abroad, and under this stimulus manufacturers 
have advanced their quotations for morphine, codeine and kin- 
dred products. There has been a revival of interest in quinine, 
and several large parcels have changed hands recently, but aside 
from a fractional advance in the Java product, there is no 
quotable change in prices, although in some quarters it was ex- 
pected that the domestic and German makers would advance 
prices, inasmuch as the position of the raw material had become 
materially stronger, and the speculative demand in London had 
developed considerable increase. Strychnine has weakened, 
owing to more or less keen competition, and among the essential 
oils there has been a further substantial advance in Baltimore 
wormseed. Linseed oil has continued to decline under the in- 
fluence of a steady shrinkage in values of the seed. Among the 
roots, Mexican sarsaparilla and senega are firmer, and the trend 
of prices for the latter is still upward. The mercurial prepara- 
tions are lower in sympathy with an easier market for quicksil- 
ver, and the lithia preparations are higher. Quotations for the 
following articles have been changed during the period covered 
by this report:

Drugs 


Aleppo gum tragacanth is firmer under the influence of higher 
markets abroad, and the revised quotations are 82 to 85c for 
firsts and 55 to 7oc for seconds. 

American saffron is in reduced supply with the tone of the 
market stronger, and the bulk of the limited stock is held at 
the advanced range of 32% to 35c, as to quantity. Spanish is 
selling in jobbing quantities at $10.75. 

Balsam copaiba continues to harden in value, owing to steady 
depletion of spot supplies, together with interruption of ship- 
ments from the country of production, and spot quotations for 
true South American have been advanced to 53 to 55c., accord- 
ing to size of order. 

Balsam fir, Canada, is slightly easier on account of rather 
keen competition among dealers, and quotations show a reduction 
of 10c per gallon to $4 in barrels and $4.10 in cans, some busi- 
ness having been done at these prices. Oregon is without 
quotable change, but the market lacks strength. 

Balsam Peru has continued to reflect an easier tendency, and 
quotations for true show a further decline to $1.65 to $1.70. 

Balsam tolu is again stronger owing to scarcity both here and 
abroad, and spot quotations have been further advanced to 60 
to 62c, as to quantity. 

Bayberry wax is again stronger, with supplies light both here 
and at primary sources of supply, and sales have been made at 
33c for barrel lots and 35c for smaller quantities. 

Burgundy pitch has declined during the period under review, 
but the position has improved recently, owing to a report that 
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thé board of appraisers has decided to assess a duty of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem and %c per pound, and the market is firm in 
tone, with dealers quoting 5% to 534c. 

Cacao butter is weaker in sympathy with easier foreign mar- 
kets for bulk, and quotations for wrapped fingers have been re- 
duced to 38 to 4oc, according to brand, quantity and holder. 

Carnauba wax has been selling eat reduced prices, and the 
revised quotations are 61 to 62c for flor, 57 to 58c for No. 1, 
46 to 47c for No. 2, 33 to 33%c for No. 3, and 35 to 36c for 
north country. 

Cascara sagrada has not received much attention, and the 
market is easier with sellers at 9 to Ioc, the lower figure for I9II 
bark. 

Chloroform is again weaker under the influences noted in the 
November report, together with more or less competition, and 
manufacturers have further reduced prices 2c per pound to 23 to 
33c, according to quantity. 

Cochineal is decidedly stronger owing to scarcity and an ac- 
tive jobbing inquiry, and quotations for silver gray have been 
advanced to 45c for whole and 52c for powdered. 

Codeine is higher, in sympathy with the stronger position of 
opium, and manufacturers’ prices have been advanced 25c¢ per 
ounce to the basis of $5.90 to $5.95 for pure in bulk, as to quan- 
tity. 

Cotton root bark is easier both here and at producing points, 
and spot quotations show a decline to 12 to I4c. 

Curacao aloes in gourds are slightly easier, with sellers at 
12%c, but bulk in cases are firmer and dealers have advanced 
their prices to 8 to 8'%4c. Late advices from the country of pro- 
duction are to the effect that practically all of this year’s output 
has gone forward to distributing points. 

Euphorbia pilulifera is offered more freely and the market 
is easier, with quotations reduced to 28 to 3o0c, according to 
holder. 

Gambier is quiet and easier, with the demand light and un- 
important, and quotations have been reduced to 6% to 6%c, as to 
quantity and position. 

Grindelia robusta is firm, owing to depleted stocks, and hold- 
ers have advanced quotations to 10 to 12c. 

Gum thus continues in light spot supply, but new crop will 
begin to arrive shortly and the tone of the market is easier, with 
dealers quoting $9 to $12, as to time of delivery. 

Gum olibanum is slightly lower, with sales of tears reported 
at 9%c, while up to 14c is quoted for choice grades. 

Haarlem oil is lower, as a result of keen competition, and 
quotations show a reduction to $1.75 to $1.80. 

Japan wax is firmer, with quotations advanced to 9 to 9%c, 
and the tendency is upward, owing to stronger primary markets. 

Juniper berries are finding a seasonable consuming outlet, 
with the better grades held at 3%4 to 3%c, and inferior descrip- 
tions at 3c. 

Lemon peel is firmer under a good demand and depleted stocks, 
and quotations have been advanced to 5 to 5'%c. 

Liquid styrax has been cabled stronger abroad and local deal- 
ers have advanced quotations to 20 to 2Ic, as to quantity. 

Lithia preparations are in fairly good demand, with the tone 
of the market stronger, and manufacturers’ prices have been ad- 
vanced to 65 to 7oc for carbonate, according to quantity. Other 
descriptions are correspondingly higher. 

Lobelia herb has shown an upward tendency in price and some 
business has been done at the higher range of 10 to Itc. 

Manna is in more liberal supply, with the market easier in 
tone, and quotations have been reduced to 95 to 96c for large 
flake and 66 to 68c for small. 

Matico leaves are firmer. A fairly good business was re- 
ported at 14c and quotations were subsequently advanced to 15 
to 16c. 
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Menthol has steadily hardened in value under a good con- 
suming demand and small available supplies, and the spot quo- 
tation has been advanced to $7.25, with only limited quantities 
offered. 

Mercurial preparations are easier under the influence of a 
weaker market for quicksilver, and manufacturers’ prices have 
been reduced 4c per pound on the hard descriptions and 2c on 
the soft. The revised quotations are 42 to 44c for the blue pill, 
go to gic for calomel, 80 to 82c for corrosive sublimate. 43 to 
45c for mercury and chalk, 48 to 51c for ointment, $1.02 to $1.05 
for red precipitate, and $1.07 to $1.09 for white. 

Morphine is higher, owing to the stronger position of opium, 
and manufacturers have advanced their prices 25c per ounce to 
the basis of $4.55 to $4.60 for 25-ounce lots. 

Morphine, diacetyl, also is 25¢ per ounce higher under the 
same influence. 

Norwegian codliver oil is easier under a disappointingly slow 
demand and weaker markets abroad, and spot quotations for 
leading brands have been reduced to $34 to $36. 

Opium has not shown any material improvement in the con- 
suming demand, but cables from Smyrna report stronger pri- 
mary markets and local dealers have advanced quotations to 
$8 for cases, $8.05 for broken lots and $9.25 for either powdered 
or granular. 

Oxalic acid is firmer both for spot and deliveries on contracts 
over next year, and quotations for English and German have 
been advanced to 7% to 7c. 

Peppermint leaves are a shade firmer owing to light avail- 
able supplies together with an improved inquiry and quotations 
for American have been advanced to 12 to 15c, as to grade and 
quantity. 

Prickly ash bark is slightly easier and moderate quantities 
are moving into consuming channels at 30 tq 35c, as to grade and 
holder. 

Quicksilver is easier, with the market unsettled, and quota- 


_tions for jobbing parcels have been reduced to 61 to 62c. The 


flask price is reduced to $44. 

Quinine has met with an increased demand both here and in 
Europe, and the tone of the market is firmer than for a long 
period. The Java product has been particularly active, and the 
quotation for this grade has been advanced to 13% to 1334¢. 
Domestic and German are unchanged, but firm on the basis of 
14c for bulk in 100-ounce tins. 

Refined glycerin is meeting with a good seasonable consum- 
ing demand, but the market has continued easy in tone and quo- 
tations for C. P. have declined to 18 to 18%4c in drums or bar- 
rels and 19 to 19%c in cans. Toward the close, however, crude 
has developed considerable firmness and an early improvement 
in refined is not improbable. 

Rochelle salts are easier owing to lower cost crude material, 
and manufacturers have reduced their prices to 18 to 18'%4c, ac- 
cording to quantity. 

Russian cantharides are moving upward at primary sources 
of supply and the local market is stronger, with spot quotations 
advanced to 78 to 80c, some holders declining to shade the higher 
figure. 

Seidlitz mixture is lower in sympathy with easier markets 
for raw material, and manufacturers’ prices have been reduced 
to 14% to 15c, as to quantity. 

Selected elm bark in bundles is seasonably active and_ busi- 
ness of considerable importance has materially reduced the avail- 
able supply. The result is a stronger market and an advance in 
quotations to 19 to 20¢. 

Short buchu leaves have been moving only in a limited job- 
bing way, but holders of the small spot stock are firmer in their 
views regarding values, and quotations for immediate deliveries 
have been marked up to $1 to $1.05. The new crop for forward 
shipment is offered at much less than the inside figure, but deal- 
ers do not seem to be interested at the prices quoted.

Bergamot oil is firmer, with $5.50 a general quotation for 
leading brands, although some of the less. popular makes can 
probably be had at $5.25. 

Cassia oil is easier in sympathy with weaker markets abroad 
and liberal spot stocks, and quotations for 75 to 80 percent. have 
been reduced to 90 to 95c. 

Cedar leaf oil is offered more freely from producing sections 
and the spot market is easier, with quotations reduced to 50 to 
574c, according to quantity and holder. 

Celery seed oil is higher, owing to advanced prices for the 
seed, and quotations have been marked up to $7.50. 

Clove oil is weaker in sympathy with lower markets abroad 
for the spice, and quotations have been reduced to 85 to goc, as 
to quantity.

New Roller-Bearing Ice Cream Dishers

The 
scrapers are supported by two separate roller bearings, one above 
and one below the gear, thus preventing the gear from scraping 
against the lower part of the dishers. This holds the scraper 
firmly in its place and yet allows it to work freely. All parts ex- 
cept the scrapers are securely fastened to the disher when apart.

And it is also remark- 
able that the broad gauge advertisement usually holds a store of 
information whose interest is only equalled by its value.

Each year this manufacturer spends 
upward of a quarter of a million dollars in printers’ ink to tell 
the story of factory baked beans’ superiority over the home 
oven’s product. Millions of housewives have thus learned, to 
their lasting benefit, that the scientific baking facilities of the 
modern factory permit a dish ‘that is more digestible and fully 
as delectable as could. possibly otherwise be prepared. As a 
result the housewife saves herself infinite time and trouble, and 
all concerned in the manufacture and consumption of canned 
beans reap mutual benefit.

Rowe Automatic Hot Soda Apparatus 


The illustration which we present herewith.shows an auto- 
matic hot soda apparatus, made by L. L. Rowe, Boston, which 
is designed to serve hot drinks in a satisfactory manner auto- 
matically, without being watched or waited upon. One of the 
principal advantages of this apparatus, beyond its reliability for 
the purpose intended, lies in the fact that the soda dispenser can 
himself attend to any repairs that may be needed without the 
necessity of sending it away and suffering the loss of business 
that would result before its return. A wrench accompanies the 
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apparatus, which js all that is needed to make repairs. With this 
the water and gas valves can be taken out to be cleaned without 
disturbing the rest of the apparatus. The water supply pipe has 
a filter screen, also a shutoff valve, permitting of the shutting off 
of the water without affecting other fixtures in the building.
